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Care system for pensioners ‘on the brink of collap se’ 


OLDER people are suffering loneli¬ 
ness, isolation and age discrimina¬ 
tion in hospitals, a leading charity 
has warned. 

A new national report found pensioners feel 
the quality of their lives is getting worse as 
they struggle with rising levels of poverty. 

In Kent, thousands of people over 65 are 
living on low incomes and Kent County 
Council said it was working to address the 
issues highlighted in the study, which was pro¬ 
duced by Age Concern and Help the Aged. 

Nationally, about one million older people said 
they were often or always lonely, the report, 
One Voice: Shaping Our Ageing Society, found. 

Paula Owen, the chief officer at Faversham 
Age Concern, said: “Loneliness is a very big 
issue. We provide a care navigator service in 
the Swale area that probably picks up people 
we would not normally be in contact with. 

“It is people who would not come to a day 
centre, but who have had life-changing experi¬ 
ences, such as a recent bereavement or reach¬ 
ing the end of a long-term caring situation. 

‘We find these people are looking for compan¬ 
ionship, somebody to go to the cinema with or 
the pub for a drink. The social contacts we often 
take for granted during our life can sometimes

become very difficult for older people and they 
can become detached.” 

KCC said it invested in befriending projects 
to address the loneliness and isolation older 
people can suffer. 

Age Concern and Help the Aged, which 
merged this week to form one super charity to 
support the elderly, has urged the Government 
and all political parties to “transform the age¬ 
ing process”. 

Michelle Mitchell, the charity’s director, has 
warned that “the care and support system for 
older people is on the brink of collapse” and that 
attitudes to older people are “stuck in the past”. 

The report found that 60 per cent of elderly 
people suffer widespread discrimination. 

Mrs Owen said: “There are still issues with 
hospitals setting about the way some [older] 
people are dealt with. 

“Although a lot of work has been done, there 
is a long way to go. 

“It is about changing attitudes towards older 
people in hospitals. We need to be campaigning 
for them to receive equal treatment to someone 
of a younger age and I am not convinced that

Planning gains 
on hold to help 
developers build 


SCHOOLS, doctors’ surgeries and 
other facilities built for new commu¬ 
nities face funding delays due to 
changes in council policy. 

Section 106 agreements are clauses built into 
major contracts that seek to ensure house¬ 
builders agree to fund the necessary infrastruc¬ 
ture in return for planning permission. 

Examples include the £110 million deal 
between Land Securities and Gravesham council 
that will see four schools, a learning centre and 
better public transport and roads at the new 
6,000-home Ebbsfleet Valley development. 

However, local authorities throughout the coun¬ 
try are now preparing policies to let developers 
pay reduced contributions or defer payments 
until the economic climate improves. 

Ashford and Medway councils are two that 
have already agreed to alter their Section 106 
systems, with members of Medway’s develop¬ 
ment control committee approving the change at 
a meeting late last year. 

A spokesman said: “Medway Council is sympa¬ 
thetic to the problems developers are facing during 
these difficult economic times so we have brought 
in temporary measures to ease the situation. 

“For existing developments, developers who can 
prove financial difficulties can enter into flexible 
payment plans to increase the length of time in 
which to meet their obligations. 

“This flexibility includes waiving interest on 
late contributions.

“Other arrangements are in place for developers 
who claim they cannot start development due to the 
cost of obligations with Section 106 agreements.” 

The spokesman added the council had already 
agreed revised payment plans with one major 
developer on two large sites with a total value of 
£550,000. 

Ashford council also says its new system will 
only apply in exceptional cases, although the poli¬ 
cy has already been adopted at two key sites seen 
as vital to the town’s future - the Old Newtown 
Railway Works and the conversion of the Charter 
House office block to flats in the town centre. 

It is thought the council has also agreed an ini¬ 
tial payment of £933,000 for another develop¬ 
ment of 350 homes at Hunter Avenue, with a 
total of £2.8m deferred off-site contributions. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday’s sister paper 
Yourashford, Ashford Tory MP Damien Green 
said he could see why the Section 106 agreements 
needed to be altered. 

He said: “At the moment the council is having to 
cope with the recession like everyone else, and 
this is one way to try to ensure that development 
does not come to a complete stop. 

“The real long-term issue is whether Section 106 
agreements will survive or will have to be replaced 
by some other means of maintaining developers’ 
contributions to essential infrastructure.”

always happens at the moment.” 

The pensioner population in 
the county is expected to 
increase by nearly 30 per cent 
to 310,200 by 2017, which will 
put more pressure on services. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, KCC 
cabinet member for adult social 
services, said: ‘We have made 
investments in preventative 
services in a number of areas, not 


least through our partnership 
with voluntaiy sector organisa¬ 
tions such as Age Concern. 

“There are many good volun¬ 
tary organisations across Kent 
and they work hard to ensure 
elderly people get the benefits 
they are entitled to.” 

Mrs Owen urged any older 
people struggling financially 
due to the recession affecting 
their savings to get in touch 


with their local Age Concern. 

Cllr Gibbens has welcomed 
Kent’s policy framework for 
later life, which will impact on 
all KCC’s services and bring 
together transport, housing and 
community activities and the 
authority believes it will 
improve the quality of life for 
older people in the county. It is 
expected to be agreed by the full 
county council this autumn. 


Club’s former 
glory brought 
back to life at 
new exhibition 

THE roller-coaster history of 
Ashford Town Football Club has 
kicked off in a new exhibition tak¬ 
ing place at the town’s museum. 

As the club struggles against its 
latest problems of a huge unpaid 
tax bill and a fall-out between its 
two owners, Ashford Museum casts 
an eye back over the club’s past. 

Among the exhibits are old team 
photographs, programmes and 
extracts of some of its FA Cup 
exploits in the 1990s, taken from 
the former fanzine, After Arter. 

Curator of the museum, Alan 
Terry, said: ‘Young people today 
may think that Ashford Town is 
just a small, non-league club that 
has never achieved very much; but 
we have had some glory days in 
the past.” 

Football in Ashford dates back to 
the 1870s when it appears the 
game was being played under 
what are described as ‘rugby rules’. 

The first proper football club that 
was organised went under the 
name of the South East Rangers in 
1884. It seems then, as now, the 
fortunes of the club seemed to rise 
and fall with the money available 
to sustain the team. 

Element 

Ashford Town as we know it 
today finally formed in 1930, and 
played at Essella Park in 
Willesborough until 1987, when it 
moved to its current ground at the 
Homelands in Kingsnorth. 

Also featured in an exhibition at 
the museum is another element of 
local history that not many people 
may know about near Sellindge. 

Diners at the Airport Cafe on the 
A20 may wonder how it got its 
name, but the new exhibition goes 
a long way to explaining it. 

Between 1968-74 the industrial 
site opposite the diner was 
Ashford’s airport. At its height 
300,000 passengers used the ter¬ 
minal mainly flying to destina¬ 
tions in Europe. 

However, aviation in the area 
actually dates back as far as 1916, 
and it was the taking-off point for 
early flying pioneers such as Amy 
Johnson. 

Ashford Museum is next to the 
tourist information centre in The 
Churchyard, next to St Mary’s in 
the town centre. It is open 
Mondays to Saturdays from 10am- 
lpm between April and October.

for Garden of England

TELEVISION property expert 
Phil Spencer has launched the 
Kent Design Awards 2009-10. 

The co-star of Channel 4’s Relocation, 
Relocation, who was born just outside 
Canterbury, spoke of his love for Kentish 
buildings at the launch on Thursday. 

He joined Kent County Council leader 
Paul Carter to urge architects, building com¬ 
panies and developers to enter the presti¬ 
gious awards. 

Asked why they were so important, Mr 
Spencer said: “They celebrate what is hap¬ 
pening in Kent, really there is a lot of such 
distinctive development in Kent, but a lot 
goes unrecognised. So, the awards really 
are to encourage design and encourage sus¬ 
tainability and quality.” 

There are six categories in the awards, 
which are held biannually, including resi¬ 
dential, commercial, and town/village 
renaissance, to celebrate effective regenera¬ 
tion work in the county. 

A new category has been added this year 
called Project of the Year in honour of Lord 
Sandy Bruce-Lockhart, the council’s former 
leader, who died in August last year after a 
battle with cancer. 

The deadline for applications is July 17 
when the yet-to-be-announced judges will 
get together to deliberate before the March 
2010 awards ceremony. 

Cllr Carter said he expected to receive up 
to 400 entries. 

Mr Spencer said he hoped green technolo¬ 
gies would feature in the innovative winning 
designs. 

“It is incredibly important and as the years 
go by it’s something we are all more aware of 
and paying more attention to,” he said. 

“It was a big buzzword before the recession 
came along and the market turned. There 
was a lot of talk about it and a great amount 
being achieved by developers and designers. 

“People were starting to be prepared to pay 
for that because that has been the problem - 
would people be prepared to pay more money 
for an environmentally sensitive building?

“That was starting to happen, but then the 
markets turned and it is no longer at the 
front of people’s minds. But the issue has not 
gone away, the whole environmental issue is 
only getting more serious. 

“I would hope, well we would all hope as it 
is all our future, that it will be of great impor¬ 
tance in these awards and in years to come.” 

Speaking to a number of industry figures 
at the launch event, Mr Spencer could not 
avoid mentioning the current crisis in the 
property market. 

He said: “For what it’s worth at my best 
guess is that prices should stabilise later 
this year.” 

Construction 


The popular presenter praised the 
impressive range and quality of buildings 
in Kent and joked: “I’m lucky enough in 
my working life to travel the country and 
explore new areas, but I can say without 
reservation that my favourite location, 
location, location is Kent.” 

Spencer, 40, grew up in Littleboume 
and found fame presenting the Channel 4 
show Location, Location, Location with 
Kirstie Allsopp. 

Cllr Carter said despite the turbulent 
economic times and the “dire” state of the 
construction, the awards were important. 


He said: “Under the Government housing 
directives, Kent and Medway have to build 
up to 7,000 homes every year until 2026. 

“It is vital these homes are built to really 
high standards of design and sustainability. 
Good design is essential for quality of life and 
for helping to build cohesive communities. 

“We believe these awards support Kent 
businesses at this difficult time. 

“They are a great opportunity for local 
companies to show off what they do well, 
and will create local jobs in the public and 
private sectors.”

£500,000 upgrade used to 
keep forces’ eye in the sky 


A CRIME-fighting helicopter will receive a 
£500,000 upgrade thanks to an agreement 
between police in Essex and Kent. 

Kent Police has been sharing its neighbour 
force’s air support team for a year, during 
which time it has attended 2,691 incidents 
on either side of the Thames. 

Under the agreement, Essex is allowed to 
use the helicopter for about 1,000 hours a 
year while the remaining 300 permitted is 
spent in this county. 

That works out at about £16 for every hour 
the team spends in the skies above Kent. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
told Kent on Sunday the cost would have 
been far higher had the force purchased its 
own helicopter. 

He said: “There was a period some years 
ago when some forces started buying helicop¬ 
ters, but for whatever reason Kent Police 
wasn’t one of them. 

“They’re now a lot more expensive and they 
also have a limited shelf-life, so being in part¬ 


nerships makes a lot of sense financially. 

“A single helicopter costs millions of 
pounds and you would also have to employ 
all the crew. It’s much better value for money 
to do what we do. Nationally only large forces 
like the Met and Manchester own helicopters 
outright. Most share them.” 

Kent and Essex police launched their col¬ 
laboration in August, 2007, with the two offi¬ 
cially agreeing to work together to improve 
service for their respective communities. 

Sharing the helicopter has led to more than 
200 arrests in both counties, with more than 
£800,000 of property seized. Hie work of the air 
support team has also led to 32 missing peo¬ 
ple being found as well as 60 missing vehicles. 

ACC Thomas added: “Sharing the helicopter 
is of benefit to both sides, as it allows us to have 
access and Essex receive a contribution to costs 
that they can then spend on improvements.” 

The £500,000 paid by Kent Police will also 
be used to fund more hours in the air for the 
helicopter and on training more pilots.

WORRIED rail chiefs have 
recruited boxing star Amir 
Khan to back a safety campaign 
to keep youngsters off the lines 
during the Easter holidays. 

They have already held a meeting with 
children in Sittingboume to underline 
the lethal dangers of going near railway 
tracks. 

Staggeringly, despite previous warn¬ 
ings and many deaths and injuries, 
there were more than 600 recorded inci¬ 
dents of railway crime involving young 
people in Kent last year. 

Network Rail has launched its annual 
No Messin’ campaign in the hope it will 
help reduce railway crime and finally get 
the message through to children that 
there are better places to play. 

It has carried out a series talks for 
young people in Sittingboume. In recent 
years, the town has experienced some of 
the highest number trespass and vandal¬ 
ism incidents on the railway in the county. 

Last year there were 47 reported inci¬ 
dents of trespass and vandalism in the 
Sittingboume area - almost one a week. 

The interactive briefings show the 
potentially lethal dangers of electricity, 
trespass, tagging or graffiti and stone 
throwing. 

The talks took place at the Swallows 
Leisure Centre and Sittingboume College 
Sports Centre and were organised in 
partnership with the Sports Development 
Team at Swale Borough Council. 

Even simple things like taking short 
cuts, playing alongside the tracks, throw¬ 
ing objects at trains, placing obstmctions 
on the line, and spraying graffiti on rail¬ 
way bridges, fencing and buildings, are 
not only dangerous, but are all crimes, 
which could result in court appearances 
and a criminal record. 

Some of the worst incidents in the 
county include bicycles being put on the 
line near Ashford, Dumpton Park, and 
three times at Queensborough. 

A metal window was left on the line at 
Beltring, a TV at Dumpton Park, a 
child’s buggy near Kemsley, a plastic 
chair near Sittingboume, a scooter at 
Margate, and a shopping trolley close to 
Rochester. 

But there has been some success - 
Gillingham has seen a 35 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in cases. 

Tackle 

Backing the campaign, Olympic silver 
medallist Amir Khan said: “No Messin’ is 
great because, instead of just lecturing 
kids, it gives them the chance to get 
involved with something new for free. 

‘Young people need to know that mess¬ 
ing about on the tracks is not what earns 
them respect. The young kids that I see 
in my community gym are learning a 
real skill in boxing, making friends and 
keeping out of trouble. 

“I want young people to take a chance 
and try something new at a No Messin’ 
Live! event, rather than on the railway, 
where all they’ll be doing is chancing 
their lives.” 

And Andrew Munden, Network Rail’s 
Kent route director added: “We are work¬ 
ing hard to tackle the most dangerous 
crimes where young people think it is 
fun to play ‘chicken’ with a 200-tonne 
train going at 1 OOmph or place objects on 
the line, which could have catastrophic 
consequences.” 

The company’s safety team, together 
with the police, sports clubs, schools and 
community groups across Kent, will 
raise awareness of the dangers. They 
also run ‘community payback’ schemes, 
where those convicted of trespass crimes 
and spraying graffiti, are made to clean 
up their mess under supervision.

Gate theft warnings 

POLICE have warned owners of metal gates, 
especially in rural locations, to ensure their 
property is security marked. 

The move follows thefts of gates in west 
Kent, including two from a water pumping 
station at Matfield between April 1-2. 

PC Martin Pemble, of Tunbridge Wells rural 
neighbourhood policing team, said: “If possi¬ 
ble make it difficult for a would-be thief by fit¬ 
ting gates with a good quality close-shackle 
padlock and ensuring they are fitted with 
anti-lift hinges or capping hinges.”

Big claws for concern

A MASSIVE lion was hours from 
being killed by a giant horsehair 
‘fur half perforating his gut. 

The aptly named Tiny normally lives happily 
with his two brothers at the Wildlife Heritage 
Foundation in Smarden, near Ashford. 

Keeper Mark Edgerley said: ‘We noticed he 
was proper poorly, but even we were shocked 
at how fast it turned into a major emergency 

“We called in the vets who responded very 
quickly and his life was saved by an emer¬ 
gency operation in Maidstone. 

“This was about six weeks ago, but we were 
so worried that even after the surgery Tiny 
wouldn’t make it, so we have been keeping 
quiet about it. 

“Of course, now we are delighted he has 
made a full recovery and is now back with us

creating all the usual mischief, including 
fighting with his brothers. 

“He is a big lion weighing 200kg and is still 
only six years old.” 

In a classic jungle scenario, Tiny was 
anaesthetised using a dart and blowpipe by 
a vet in his den before the operation, which 
involved six vets and eight handlers. 

Inflamed 

Mr Edgerley said: We feed Tiny horse 
meat which does come with a certain amount 
of hair still attached. We believe this hair has 
built up over time and caused the problem. 

We believe it may be connected with some 


surgery he had as a cub which meant we had 
a remove a valve from his stomach. 

“That may have had a knock-on effect 
leading to this fur ball. Now we ensure he is 
on a hair-free diet so we won’t have to go 
through all this again.” 

And it wasn’t just the horse hair in his 
stomach. Just like many domestic cats, Tiny 
ended up with some of his own mane and tail 
fur in there, too. 

A three-foot length of inflamed gut also had 
to be removed. 

Maralyn Hawkins, practice manager of 
Pets Ltd where the surgery took place, said: 
“Tiny was brought to us because we have a 
operating theatre set up for large animals, 
though it’s mainly used for horses, not lions.” 

She added: “Eight people had to lift him 
onto the operating table, he was that big and 


heavy. But seeing a lion right in front of your 
eyes, an animal of that size and magnitude 
so close up, is amazing. 

“Obviously it is not nice that a lion had to 
be operated on, but seeing him brought a 
smile to everyone’s face. You couldn’t resist it. 

“It was a real ‘wow’ moment.” 

Assessed 

She said: “It was a life-threatening situa¬ 
tion for Tiny. He was being sick for a few days 
before he was assessed and vets decided he 
needed emergency surgery. If he didn’t have 
it done, he would be dead now. 

“Tiny came through the operation well and 
is doing really well.”

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County Hall’s helping 
hand during crunch 


A RECESSION-busting 
campaign has been 
launched to support people 
through the credit crisis and 
economic downturn. 

Kent County Council has joined 
forces with other public sector and 
voluntary agency partners for 
Backing Kent People - Real Help in 
Tough Times. 

The campaign, which was unveiled 
on Thursday, will work to promoting 
the financial advice and support 
already on offer to Kent residents, as 
well as several new initiatives. 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, KCC’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “As a 
strategic authority it is our responsi¬ 
bility and duty to make sure we react 
appropriately when there is a down¬ 
turn and that when people have 
problems we are there. 

“KCC is seeing a number of people 
turning to us and asking for help 
about the systems and mechanisms 
for getting benefits. 

“Before the launch we met with 
Citizens Advice Bureaux (CABs), dis¬ 
trict councils, voluntary groups and a 
whole range of different organisa¬ 
tions both outside and within KCC. 

“We are creating a team which is 
going to give excellent joined-up sup¬ 
port for people in these difficult times

- all accessible from one website.” 

Among the new initiatives on offer 
is the launch of mobile Gateways 
services, which will see experts from 
a range of agencies offer to provide 
job, debt and benefits advice at 
advertised surgeries in hard-to-reach 
places throughout the county. 

The services are already at five high 
street Gateways centres in Thanet, 
Ashford, Tenterden, Tunbridge Wells 
and Maidstone, with new centres 
planned for Tonbridge and Dover. 

KCC said it was set to launch the 
Kent Credit Union in October, which 
will offer a range of affordable loans 
and savings products to people who 
live or work in Kent. 

Suffering 

The ‘people’s bank’ has been given 
£250,000 from the council’s budget 
this year to progress the scheme. 

KCC Trading Standards is also 
working with Kent Police and the 
Government’s Illegal Monday Lending 
Team to crack down on loan sharks by 
encouraging victims to come forward 
so offenders can be prosecuted. 

The authority has also provided 
additional funding of £250,000 this 
year to CABs so it can handle the 
increase in demand for employment, 


welfare benefits and debt advice 
brought on by the recession. 

Bonny Malhotra, director of Kent 
and Medway CABs, said: ‘We welcome 
KCC’s initiative to work in partnership 
with the bureaux to help us alleviate 
suffering caused by the recession. 

We have already seen a 27 per 
cent increase in demand for debt and 
benefits advice. This funding will 
enable us to increase our capacity to 
recruit and train volunteers, and see 
more clients, at a time when demand 
for our service is steadily rising.” 

School leavers trying to get a job in 
Kent have a section aimed at them 
on the Backing Kent People website 
that offers help with issues over 
money, training and education and 
career choices. 

The Kent Benefits Partnership 
works to ensure people get all the state 
welfare they are entitled to. An esti¬ 
mated £141 million in unclaimed ben¬ 
efits is left annually by Kent residents. 

KCC is also working with the 
Energy Saving Trust, which provides 
advice on how households can save of 
energy bills and help the environ¬ 
ment by making their homes more 
energy efficient.

Players to buy-in for

POKER players of all ages and 
abilities will battle it out to be 
Kent’s first champion in a tourna¬ 
ment next month.

Cross shopping complex in March last year, 
and has been a popular destination for 
gamblers thanks to its 120-seat poker room 
and the large collection of slot machines and 
games on offer. 

The venue also houses a restaurant and 
late-night bar for those not so confident with 


their cards, with regular live entertainment 
also a crowd-pleaser. 

Mr Donnelly said previous G Casino tour¬ 
naments had attracted the likes of foot- 
ballers-tumed-poker players Tony Cascarino 
and Kenny Sansom, as well as other profes¬ 
sional stars. 

He added: “One of the joys of this tourna¬ 
ment is that you just don’t know who you 
might find yourself up against. 

“People who have never played in a casino 
atmosphere before often surprise themselves 
at how good they really are. 

“Poker isn’t like football. It’s not going to be 
like Manchester United coming down to play 
some Sunday league side. People who play 
poker a lot online usually acquit themselves 
quite well against the professionals.” 

Poker’s popularity experienced a spike at the 
beginning of the decade, largely due to the 
introduction of online versions of the game as 
well as the invention of the hole-card camera 
that turned it into a spectator sport. 

Mr Donnelly said: “It’s the combination of 
skill and the ability to read what other people 
are doing that makes poker such a great 
game. The fact there are substantial amounts 
of cash on offer obviously helps too.”

Government is 
told get behind 
‘super-grid’ idea 

MORE than 100 MPs have signed an 
ambitious proposal tabled by a Kent MP 
supporting the creation of a ‘super-grid’ in 
desert regions to generate greener energy, 

writes Mike Sims. 

Some 128 MPs have now backed Dr 
Howard Stoate’s Early Day Motion, calling 
on the Government to put its weight behind 
the development of ‘concentrating solar 
power’ (CSP) as a renewable source. 

Dartford Labour MP Dr Stoate wrote the 
motion proposing to construct a ‘super-grid’ 
that would supply clean energy for the whole 
of Europe, the Middle East and North Africa. 

Dr Stoate is pleased that political support 
for the highly innovative ‘DESERTEC’ 
proposal is growing, describing CSP as 
having “colossal potential”. 

He said: “It is an idea so simple, and with 
such extraordinary promise as a means of 
power generation, that it seems astonishing 
that in Europe we are only just waking up 
to its potential, more than 20 years after its 
first use in California.” 

The Mojave Desert in California is home 
to the world’s biggest CSP plants, although 
they hit a snag recently when local green 
groups complained that extra transmission 
lines would cut through conservation areas. 

It is estimated that in just six hours deserts 
receive more energy from the sun than 
mankind consumes in a year, and it is this 
potential that Dr Stoate is keen to unlock. 

Dr Gerry Wolff, co-ordinator of 
DESERTEC-UK, is delighted the number 
of MPs supporting the concept has exceed¬ 
ed the “magic” 100 figure. 

He explained: “It’s probably the single most 
effective means of decarbonising the world’s 
economy. Using CSP, less than one per cent 
of the world’s deserts could generate as 
much electricity as the world is now using.” 
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County’s skies 
‘full of aliens’ 



UNEXPLAINED: MoD reports show the number of sightings of UFOs is on the increase

REPORTS of bright lights and 
mysterious hovering objects sug¬ 
gest Kent’s skies may be host to 
more than just the birds. 

Information released by the Ministry of 
Defence shows there have been 56 recorded 
sightings of UFOs over the county in the last 
decade, with 10 last year alone. 

Examples include a report of a huge disc¬ 
shaped object “approximately 20 times the 
size of an aeroplane” spotted flying above 
Rainham, and a bright orange upside-down 
light bulb shape hovering near Ashford. 

Other recorded sightings last year were not 
so detailed, with some members of the public 
notifying the MoD of UFOs without providing 
dates, times, locations or descriptions. 

Gerald Webb, 46, from Meopham, near 
Gravesend, spotted something strange in the 
sky above his home late last month. 

He did not report his sighting to the MoD 
and said he would not be surprised if the 
number of people who had seen UFOs in 
Kent was higher than official figures suggest. 

Mr Webb said: “I live at the top of a valley 
where there are no street lights and no hous¬ 
es, so on a cloudless night you can see the sky 
very clearly. 

“On this night I was looking out of the patio 
window and I could see three orangey-red 
orbs flying in formation. 

“There was no noise at all and I thought ‘Oh 
blimey, what am I seeing?’ It was like some¬ 
thing out of a Steven Spielberg film. 

“I went to the pub to see if anybody else had 
seen it but they thought I had been smoking 
something. I think that’s why more people 
don’t report these types of things, because 


others look at you as if you’re a crank. 

“I later went on the internet and found that 
a couple of other people had seen the same as 
I had, and one of them was from Beckenham.” 

The number of UFO sightings throughout 
the UK has risen dramatically over the last 
few years, from 97 in 2006 to 285 last year. 

The figure of 10 in Kent was also the high¬ 
est in 10 years. 


Nick Pope, the MoD’s former UFO project 
head, told the BBC the very fact the ministry 
was now publishing its files on sightings was 
generating interest in the phenomena. 

He added: “UFOs are a subject almost 
everyone has an opinion on.” 

Nineteen files covering sightings between 
1986 and 1992 were made available to view 
for the first time last October. 


Mental health 
services go under 
the microscope 

A CONSULTATION about services for peo¬ 
ple with complex and severe personality dis¬ 
orders in Kent will be launched this month. 

Patients with this type of mental illness 
in the strategic health authority (SHA) 
region of South East Coast, which covers 
Kent, Surrey and Sussex, East of England, 
South Central and London, a population of 
around 20 million, currently only have 
access to only one specialist treatment cen¬ 
tre based in the capital. 

The other facility is temporarily closed. 

Stephanie Newman, director of the South 
East Coast specialised commissioning 
group, said: ‘We are eager to hear people’s 
views about how care should be organised. 
“We want to know about the whole model of 
care to make sure we provide choice and 
support people with complex needs and 
their families, friends and carers.” 

Disorder 

She is chair of the Tier 4 Personality 
Disorder Consultation Advisory Group, 
which launches on April 20. 

According to the mental health charity 
Rethink, someone is described as having a 
personality disorder if their personal char¬ 
acteristics cause regular or long-term prob¬ 
lems in the way they cope with life and 
interact with other people. 

There are 62 primary care trusts involved 
in the consultation, which runs until 
Monday, July 27.

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Employment 
boost as jobs 
move to Saga 



Emergency call for rescue dogs 


UP TO 220 jobs could be created at Saga’s 
Cheriton Parc building after its parent 
company decided to close offices in Suffolk 
and relocate to the district. 

Under the proposals, workers at Direct 
Choice in Claydon and Newmarket in 
Suffolk will have to decide whether they 
want to make the 125-mile move to 
Folkestone or accept voluntary redundancy 

The relocation is being driven by the busi¬ 
ness’ rapid expansion, with the expectation 
that not everyone will want to uproot and 
leave for Kent. 

Recruitment for new staff in Shepway is 
expected to begin next week. 

Acromas Holdings, which owns both Saga 
and Direct Choice, said it would be “delight¬ 
ed” if the full complement of staff were able 
to move, but said local workers could be 
hired if not everyone decides to go. 

Acromas spokesman Paul Green said 
there are a number of reasons for the move, 
not least because the business had out¬ 
grown its current offices. 

Mr Green said: “It would bring with it 
improved management, reduced building 
costs, better IT infrastructure and lower 
costs overall. It would also be a far better 
and more modem working environment.” 

About 80 per cent of those affected are 
call centre staff, while the remaining 20 per 
cent are in management. Under the plans, 
those from Direct Choice will work along¬ 
side Saga employees. 

The former Eurotunnel building had a 
complete refurbishment after Saga bought 
it in November last year. It can house 400 
people but is currently only at half-capacity.

Pointing out the vitally obvious, the RSPCA 
said St Bernards are large dogs and, as these 
particular animals have lived in kennels all 
their lives, they are not used to walking on 
leads and have not been house trained.

Paul Williams, RSPCA animal welfare man¬ 
ager, said: “The dogs have good temperaments 
but their kennel background means they need 
owners with the knowledge and time to help 
them settle into their new homes.” 

The dogs are aged from two years old and 
should make loyal and rewarding pets for 
those able to give them the care they need. 

The RSPCA said a donation is required in 
return for rehoming a dog, which helps cover 
the cost of neutering, vaccinations, microchip¬ 
ping and veterinary checks. 

In all 101 were taken into care, and anoth¬ 
er four were bom, bringing the total to 106.

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‘Are you worth it?’ 

Tory calls for KCC chief to justify salary

COUNTY Hall chief execu¬ 
tive Peter Gilroy should be 
forced to justify earning a 
higher wage than the Prime 
Minister, says a leading 
Tory politician. 

Shadow chancellor George 
Osborne says the pay of public sector 
workers should reflect economic con¬ 
ditions and that his party will end 
the “age of excess” if it wins the next 
general election. 

One way of doing this, he said, 
would be for high-earning council 
bosses to justify their wages to the 
Treasury. 

According to a report by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, Mr Gilroy would 
be one of the first in the firing line 
due to his mammoth £207,000 salary 
- about £20,000 more than Gordon 
Brown earns. 

However, KCC deputy leader Cllr 
Alex King said the chief executive 
fully deserved the money he was on. 

He said: “Peter Gilroy manages the 
biggest shire authority in the country 


- which remains consistently excel¬ 
lent as independently defined by the 
Audit Commission - with an annual 
budget of more than £1.8 billion and 
more than 40,000 staff. 

“In recognition of this the council’s 
personnel committee, which consists 
of elected members from all the politi¬ 
cal parties, agreed to renew his con¬ 
tract in November, 2006, on a salary of 
£207,000 per annum with provision 
for a performance-related element. 

Under fire 

“The performance payment is not 
automatic. Chief officers only receive 
it for excellent achievements, but 
given the current economic climate 
they have agreed that no perform¬ 
ance-related element will be paid for 
the financial year 2009-10. 

“They also receive no company car, 
health insurance, mortgage relief or 
any other hinge benefit.” 

Despite the praise, Mr Gilroy has 
come under fire in recent months fol¬ 
lowing the admission by KCC that 
£50m of taxpayers’ money had been 
frozen in crisis-hit Icelandic banks. 

The figure is the most by far of any 
local authority in the country, and 
there are no guarantees that any of 
the cash will be recovered. 

Kent Labour leader Cllr Mike 


Eddy said he thought the chief exec¬ 
utive would have a hard time con¬ 
vincing the Treasury he deserved 
more money than Gordon Brown. 

He said: “I think it would be very 
interesting to see how senior officers 
like Peter Gilroy and a variety of oth¬ 
ers at KCC and throughout the rest 
of the country would try to justify 
their wages. 

“They talk happily about how 
much money they could make in the 
private sector and I would like to see 
how effective some could be. Perhaps 
they could try to emulate Sir Frank 
Goodwin’s achievements in the pri¬ 
vate sector, although I’m not sure 
they would be able to wreck the 
banking system quite so well.” 

Meanwhile, KCC has rejected 
claims Mr Gilroy received an eight 
per cent rise in his salary this year. 

An email sent by director of person¬ 
nel Amanda Beer on Thursday 
assured staff he had received the same 
percentage increase as eveiyone else. 

She said: “For the record, all senior 
managers and managing directors, 
including the chief executive, will 
receive one per cent on their salaries 
this year like all other staff. It is com¬ 
pletely inaccurate to suggest otherwise. 

“This has been true every year 
since Peter became chief executive.”

Protected status may be revoked for ‘eyesore’ in village 


Pond under threat 
as wall ‘destroyed’ 
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A HISTORIC pond that is the 
centrepiece of a village could lose 
its Grade-II listed status after 
repair works “destroyed” its 19th 
century stone walls. 

Moves to prevent Otford pond, which is 
thought to have existed since Anglo Saxon 
times, from deteriorating have pitted the vil¬ 
lagers and the parish council against 
Sevenoaks District Council. 

Cllr John Allen, chairman of Otford Parish 
Council, said residents noticed in 2002 that 
the stone wall was starting to crumble. 

The district council gave listed building 
consent for repairs to take place, but when 
the work was not carried out within five 
years the permission lapsed. 

Concerned the structure was becoming 
dangerous, the parish council went ahead 
and made repairs and said it was necessary 
to rebuild the walls to stop water leaking out. 

But a district council spokesman said: “Much

of the historic pond wall had been dismantled 
before Sevenoaks District Council became 
aware of the works and effected a stop.” 

The parish council’s repair work was then 
halted in July last year - leaving an eyesore 
in the centre of the scenic village - while the 
two councils argue about what to do next. 

Zoe McMillan, historic building surveyor 
for English Heritage (EH), in a letter to the 
district council said: “As far as I can tell from 
the material submitted and photographs 
the conservation officer sent me, the listed 
structure has been effectively destroyed.” 

The walls were built in the early 1800s 
with stone from the Archbishop’s Palace, 
which dominated the village until it was left 
derelict by 1600, and now only remains can 
be seen. Residents believe the pond has now 
become an eyesore in the picturesque village. 

Cllr Allen said: “We do not think it has 
been destroyed, EH has not seen all the evi¬ 
dence and really you can see what a dread¬ 
ful state it was in. 

“It needs to be a safe and sustainable 
structure. We will do whatever it takes to 
make it safe and sustainable and suggest to 
EH that it remains listed. 

“The point is, it is more than the facing 
round the outside... what they consider list¬ 
ed is the more obvious bit of stone.” 

Villagers successfully got the pond, which 
is among around 200 with such status in 


the country, listed to fight Kent County 
Council’s plans to concrete over it in 1975. 

Asked whether he was concerned that if it 
was de-listed the pond could be at risk from 
developers, Cllr Allen said: “Listing is sup¬ 
posed to give some protection to it. 

“There are roads all the way round it and I 
cannot think of anything you could possibly do 
with it. People call it a roundabout but I can’t 
imagine anyone would fill it in and cover it 
with trees and adverts. Everybody would be 
thoroughly against that.” 

Work to repair the pond has now stopped, 
but Cllr Allen was hopeful a new planning 
application put in by the parish council would 
be successful. 

He said evidence has been found that repairs 
had been made, badly, to the pond in the early 
20th century, in 1951 and the 60s. 

The row with the district council has caused 
“disquiet” in the village, Cllr Allen said, with 
residents saying it is “bureaucracy gone mad”. 

Emily Gee, EH’s heritage protection leader 
for the South East, said: ‘We never recommend 
a de-listing lightly. We would need a formal 
application to consider a case and we would 
then undertake a very measured assessment of 
the structure’s special interest or otherwise. 

“As a Grade-II listed building, it is the local 
planning authority, in the case of Otford pond, 
Sevenoaks District Council, that considers list¬ 
ed building consent and enforcement matters.”

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Ronnie muscles-in on 
changing her career 


A TRAINED lawyer has moved 
into the family business - by 
becoming a bodybuilder, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

And Ronnie Blewitt, 21, is going profession¬ 
al when she performs at a New York compe¬ 
tition this year. 

Ronnie, bom in Canterbury, said she is 
determined to put a near-fatal car crash 
behind her too, in her drive to succeed in the 
big time. She has just been awarded her pro¬ 
fessional status as a bodybuilder by winning 
a major British show. 

Ronnie, standing 5ft 9ins tall, said: “I will 
be making my pro-debut in New York this 
year. I am only the third girl in Britain to 
achieve the professional status of a pro-fig¬ 
ure athlete.” 

Currently weighing in at 1451bs, the prop¬ 
erty lawyer plans to knock off lOlbs before 
taking to the stage. 

Ronnie, who is single, won the United 
Kingdom Bodybuilding and Fitness 
Federation finals in 2004, earning her the 
chance to apply for her professional status. 

She said: “I was inspired by my mother 
Melanie Golding who was a competitive 
physique bodybuilder and is now a world 
champion powerlifter. That happened when I 
first saw her compete in 1998, when I was 19. 

“My step-father, Paul Golding, is a 
world-renowned powerlifter and European 


champion and he helped fuel my desire to 
take part in the sport.” But it almost came 
to a crashing end in 2000, when two weeks 
into a diet to get herself into shape, she was 
involved in a horrific car smash. 

She said: “My spine was fractured in two 
places and I was advised not to return to the 
gym in any competitive capacity. 

“But I did go back into the gym immediate¬ 
ly after rehabilitation, but had not been able 
to walk for over 10 weeks.” 

She said: “It was tough work, but I went on 
to win my first ever show in 2001 and was 
featured in several bodybuilding magazines 
as a potential winner of the British finals 
and a new star in the sport.” 

Juggling the needs to maintain a top posi¬ 
tion in a professional sport with a working 
career that pays the bills is never easy, and 
Ronnie is still pursing a career as a lawyer at 
the same time as competing. 

She works at Bell Dening in Ramsgate and 
specialises in domestic and commercial con¬ 
veyancing. 

She said: “I had to make the decision 
whether to continue my legal training or go 
full time into competition. 

“At that time I decided to finish studying 
and in 2008, went along to the Mr Olympia 
contest to see if I still enjoyed it by taking 
part in Miss Bikini Model. 

“I then attended the UKBFF and decided 
that it was time to return to the sport.”

Tories row as 
hunt ban gets 
on agenda for 
the election

ANTI-hunting campaigner Ann 
Widdecombe has rubbished 
claims by a fellow Tory that sup¬ 
port for a repeal of the Hunting 
Act is growing. 

The MP for Maidstone and The Weald told 
KOS Media there was no evidence to support 
comments made by shadow justice minister 
Edward Gamier, who is a member of the 
Countryside Alliance. 

However, Miss Widdecombe admitted a 
repeal of the 2005 Act - which bans the hunt¬ 
ing of foxes with dogs - was likely if the 
Tories win the next general election. 

She said: “I challenge Edward Gamier to 
show me a single poll where people haven’t 
said they want fox hunting banned by a very 
substantial majority. 

“What is tme is that a lot of people feel the 
present law is not being enforced or is unen¬ 
forceable. I agree it is not being enforced 
when it ought to be. 

“I have no doubt at all that if we get in with 
a large majority at the next general election, 
a repeal of the ban will probably follow. 

“That’s why lots of hunters continue to defy 
the law, because they think it’s only a matter 
of time before it is removed.” 

Countryside Alliance campaigners say 
they will challenge anti-hunting MPs in 140 
marginal seats during the campaign for the 
general election, which is likely to take place 
in spring 2010. 

Mr Gamier, who chairs the Alliance’s 
repeal committee, told the BBC this week 
there was a gathering sense of support for 


what the group was trying to achieve. He 
added that most people were currently more 
interested in the economy than hunting. 

Kent has a long history of fox-hunting, 
with the county being home to several clubs 
including the Ashford Valley Hunt and the 
East Kent Hunt. 

East Kent Hunt member Nick Onslow said 
people were supporting a repeal of the ban 
because they were no longer taken in by 
anti-hunt propaganda: “All the press around 
the Hunting Act and the huge amount of 
money groups like the RSPCA spent on 
propaganda helped to broaden public aware¬ 
ness of fox-hunting, but now that has all but 
died away. 

Awareness 

“The public are beginning to find out the 
truth about hunting. 

“They are coming to our open days and 
speaking to us at country fairs, and there’s 
support for the repeal of a ban that was 
unjust and done out of spite.” 

Mr Onslow added fox-hunting was a way of 
managing fox numbers, pointing out that in 
1815 the fox population in east Kent almost 
died out because the East Kent Hunt had not 
been active for a while and farmers had 
taken to killing every fox they saw. 

However, Miss Widdecombe said such a 
claim was nonsense: “Ninety-four per cent of 
all fox destmction is not achieved by hunt¬ 
ing, so how is that helping to manage fox 
numbers?” 

Tory leader David Cameron has promised 
MPs a free vote on the issue if his party wins 
the next election. 

However, a total of 158 MPs have signed a 
motion in the House of Commons supporting 
the ban and calling on the Government to 
ensure it is enforced consistently. 
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Leas lift funding row escalates

THE cost to the taxpayer of con¬ 
tinuing to maintain The Leas cliff 
lift service could be as much as £1 
million, according to Shepway 
council. 

The figure comes from a basic assess¬ 
ment for Lottery funding which wasn’t 
submitted because it was believed it would 
not be successful. 

The revelation comes as the 125-year-old 
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lift faces the threat of closure after the 
council decided to terminate the lease. 

The Victorian water-balance lift will stay 
open for at least the duration of the Easter 
holidays, until the next Cabinet meeting on 
Wednesday, April 15. 

Shepway council leader Robert Bliss said 
there were some ‘Very onerous clauses” in the 
original agreement negotiated with the 
Radnor Estate, which owns the lift, leaving the 
council facing a heavy liability in future. 

He said: “These clauses could end up costing 
us very large sums of money to repair some¬ 
one else’s assets. 

“The ending of the lease is not being done 
simply for cash and we are not making any¬ 
body redundant - it’s being done for other 
financial reasons. 

Ageing asset 

‘We want to keep the lift running, but to 
sign another 10-year lease on the same 
repairing terms could mean having to 
replace the tracks. 

“It’s an ageing asset, but we are open to 
negotiation to keep it running - as long as 
we are not tied to a lease which has oner¬ 
ous repair obligations.” 

He said the council was open to the sug¬ 
gestion of managing the attraction in 
partnership with a voluntary group or 
charity, if the council was able to avoid 
liability. 

Staff working at the Grade-II listed lift 
would be redeployed within the council if it 
closed altogether. 

Cllr Bliss also said the corporate scrutiny 
committee’s move to refer the decision back 
to Cabinet was based on the operation side, 
rather than on the terms of the lease.

against the possible closure of the lift gathered 
on The Leas following the Cabinet’s decision 
last month, and a Facebook group set up in 
support of the cause has more than 2,000 
members. 

Meanwhile, it was revealed that one of the 
original Leas lift carriages, which has had a 
£25,000 restoration, is to occupy a permanent 
place on the seafront at the Lower Leas 
Coastal Park. 

The 1890 Leas Lift Carriage Restoration 
Appeal, run by Robert Mouland and Jack Gill 
has been raising funds since October, 2006, for 
the four-tonne wooden carriage to be a central 
feature of Folkestone’s rejuvenation. 

The Victorian Society has also joined the 


battle against the possible closure of the lift. 

Its spokeswoman Heloise Brown said: 
“Experience has shown us that once a building 
such as this is neglected, even for a short time, 
it quickly becomes almost impossible to bring 
it back into use. 

“Without regular maintenance the cost of 
renovation goes up and up and becomes hard¬ 
er to justify. 

“The Leas Lift must be kept going until a 
new operator can be found, or this rare exam¬ 
ple of Victorian architecture and engineering 
will be lost to future generations.”

THE MOTHER of a teenager with 
autism has spoken of her struggle 
to get him the appropriate further 
education he needs to fulfil his 
potential. 

Elaine Butler, who lives in Famingham, 
was among thousands of supporters who took 
part in a rally to mark World Autism Day and

delivered a letter to Downing Street urging 
the Government to do more for people with 
the condition. 

She took to the podium in Trafalgar Square 
and spoke about her experience of‘transition’ 
- the difficult journey from childhood to adult¬ 
hood that autistic young people face. 

Mrs Butler has been embroiled in a dispute 
with Kent County Council and the Learning 
and Skills Council (LSC) for more than 13 
months over funding for her 19-year-old son 
Matthew to attend a specialist college for 
young people with autism. 

“We have spent months persuading KCC 
and the LSC to listen to us and what we know 
to be best for Matthew,” she told KOS Media. 

“He has incredible untapped potential if he 
goes into further education.” 

Mrs Butler, 51, believes her son needs to go 
to a college that specifically caters for young 
people with autism, and after searching the 
country she found a centre in Norfolk run by 
the Eagle House Group. 

Deteriorating 

Matthew, who went to Milestone special 
school in New Ash Green, is unable to com¬ 
municate verbally after suffering brain 
damage as an infant and needs round-the- 
clock care. 

Mrs Butler said the row with KCC and 
the LSC has brought the family to break¬ 
ing point, she said: “Matthew is deterio¬ 
rating on a daily basis, he needs that 
structure. All the progress and develop¬ 
ment he has made at school is slowly 
unravelling before our eyes. 

“He does not understand the battle over 
funding, but he has horrendous anxiety 
and is completely unsettled. It has made 
him very volatile. 

“We have been trying to continue what 
we are doing and give him everything 
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possible, but it is a complete nightmare. 

“We never envisaged this would be inflict¬ 
ed on a family going through all this, it is 
inhumane.” 

A new study by researchers at Cambridge 
University’s Autism Research Centre (ARC) 
has estimated one in 58 children have some 
form of the disorder, which is almost double 
the previous estimate of around one in 100. 

“Clearly KCC is not at all prepared for this 
need that is arising now with our younger 
generation,” Mrs Butler said. 

“Further education at this particular time 
of development is crucial to whether they are 
able to lead fulfilled and valued lives and 
whether they will become more self sufficient 
and independent. 

“The long-term benefits are that it means 
these young people are unlikely to be a 
further drain on the public purse.” 

She believes Matthew is the victim of a 
postcode lottery because other young people 


with autism at the college are funded by then- 
local authority. 

Controversially, she believes Matthew’s 
autism was caused by the measles, mumps 
and rubella (MMR) vaccine he was given at 
18 months. 

However, Professor Simon Baron-Cohen, 
who led the ARC study, said the higher rate 
of autism recently that was found by his 
researchers was down to better detection and 
diagnosis. 

Vaccine ‘safe’ 

He said: “At this point, one can conclude the 
evidence does not support the ideal that 
MMR causes autism.” 

The Health Protection Agency has stressed 
that the MMR vaccine is safe. 

A Kent County Council spokesman said: 
“Our understanding is that no final decision 
has been made by the LSC and we will be 
continuing to work with them.”

Birth defects reported in offspring of 
Kendall House ‘chemical cosh’ victims 

Inquiry calls 
over Church 
care home 
drug scandal 

CALLS are growing for an independent inquiry into a drugging scan¬ 
dal at a children’s home run by the Church of England. 


An investigation found that a group of for¬ 
mer residents of Kendall House in 
Gravesend have gone on to have children 
with birth defects. 

BBC Radio 4’s Today programme claimed 
the women were given massive doses of 
tranquilisers to sedate them when they 
were teenagers. 

One of the girls, Teresa Cooper, was at 
Kendall House from the age of 14 and was 
given a “chemical cosh” of medication at 
least 1,248 times during her 32-month stay, 
which included 11 different drugs. 

Since leaving in 1984, she has gone on to 
have three children 
with birth defects. 

Her eldest son was 
bom with respirato¬ 
ry problems; her sec¬ 
ond is blind and has 
learning difficulties; 
and her daughter 
was bom with a cleft 
palate and short 
lower jaw. 

Will McMahon, 
chair of the Care 
Leavers’ 

Association, which 

supports adults who were in care as chil¬ 
dren, said: “The Church of England needs to 
allow independent access to its records so a 
full and comprehensive inquiry can take 
place. 

“The leadership of the Church needs to 
explain what it knew, when did it know and 
what steps did it take in response.” 

The Diocese of Rochester, which was run¬ 
ning the home at the time, said it could not 
comment on any individual case but that it 
would co-operate with any official inquiry. 

Talking of her experience at Kendall 
House, Ms Cooper said: “Every single day I 
wanted to die, and because I couldn’t die I’d 
cut myself up. 

“I’d break pens, I’d break anything that 
could cut, anything. If I could pull a nail out 
of the bed or something, I’d use that. I’d slice 
myself up. 

“Because I didn’t feel the pain, really. You 
don’t feel the pain, you’re so drugged you 
don’t feel it.” 

Files from the care home show that she 
had no mental illness and her “problems” 
were “caused wholly by very difficult home 
circumstances”. 

Jeffrey Aronson, professor of clinical phar¬ 
macology at Oxford University, spoke about 
the effects of the amount and types of dmgs 
given to Ms Cooper, which included major 
tranquillisers, valium and diazepam up to

10 times the current recommended dose. 

“That would act as what people used to 
call a chemical cosh ... something that 
knocks you out. This girl was being given 
large amounts of dmgs that act on the brain 
in many different ways,” he told Today. 

Ms Cooper decided to trace other former 
Kendall girls to see if they had suffered sim¬ 
ilar problems. She found 10 had gone on to 
have children with birth defects, including 
brain tumours and

learning difficulties. 

Prof Aronson said: 
“Changes in genes 
and chromosomes 
induced by drugs 
may lead to birth 
defects or abnormal¬ 
ities later in life. The 
fact that 10 of them 
might have been 
affected is quite sug¬ 
gestive.” 

Shadow children’s 
minister Tim 

Loughton has urged the Government and 
Ofsted to investigate further. 

Childcare experts from Ofsted said hun¬ 
dreds of children in care during the 1970s 
and 80s had their behaviour controlled with 
dmgs. Therefore, many more children could 
have gone on to suffer health problems sim¬ 
ilar to those reported by the former resi¬ 
dents of Kendall House. 

In a statement, the Diocese of Rochester 
said it was unable to discuss individual cir¬ 
cumstances for legal reasons. 

“However, if the police, social services or 
appropriate legal body initiates an investi¬ 
gation, the diocese will co-operate fully with 
them,” the statement read. 

“It would be inappropriate for the diocese 
to initiate any internal inquiries since we 
are not qualified to do this. In any event it 
would be essential for any investigation to 
be conducted both professionally and impar¬ 
tially.” 

A Kent Police official said: “We have fully 
investigated previous allegations concern¬ 
ing Kendall House, but no prosecutions 
have arisen from these. We would co-oper¬ 
ate with any other inquiry, should one be 
commenced.”

Oiling the wheels 
of green energy

COOKING oil collection tanks 
have been opened at 16 sites 
throughout the county to help 
people contribute to a new eco- 
friendly fuel. 

The fuel - called LF100 - has no chemi¬ 
cals or agents added in the refining process 
and is used to generate clean electricity that 
is carbon neutral. 

According to Living Fuels, the company 
behind the new energy source, just one litre 
of used cooking oil can be converted to pro¬ 
duce enough energy to make 240 cups of tea. 

The collection tanks were opened on 
Tuesday at household waste recycling cen¬ 
tres throughout the county, including in 
Maidstone, Dover, Canterbury, Heme Bay 
and Southfleet. 

Living Fuels managing director Ian 
Collins explained why it was important for 
people recycle the liquid when it is no longer 
needed. He said: “Every time another collec¬ 
tion service is launched, it’s an opportunity 
to get over the message that used cooking 
oil causes environmental damage when 
poured down the sink. 

“It costs water companies millions to clear 
blockages caused in sewers by this build-up. 
We collect the oil at no cost to the taxpayer 
and as often as required.” 

The cooking oil recycled by Living Fuels 
comes predominantly from crops such as oil 
seed rape, sunflowers and soya. 

Hazardous 

Householders can take used oil to a stor¬ 
age tank using any suitable container, such 
as the bottle it was purchased in or a glass 
jar. It is eventually collected from recycling 
centres by vans that mn on LF100 fuel. 

Previously, much of the liquid waste was 
either dumped in landfill or poured down 
the sink, which can be hazardous to wildlife 
if it seeps into the water table. 

Caterers are now legally required to dis¬ 
pose of used oil through registered and 
licensed collectors, or face large fines. 

Councils have also been threatened with 
the same punishment if they do not help 
meet stringent green targets by reducing 
the amount of waste sent to landfill. 

Cllr Keith Ferrin, cabinet member for the 
environment at Kent County Council, wel¬ 
comed the addition of the collection tanks, 
which can also be found in Faversham, 
Deal, Sheemess and Margate. 

He said: “This is an excellent method of 
reusing a material that may have been 
poured down the sink or put into landfill. 

“KCC is working towards raising its recy¬ 
cling rate to 42 per cent by 2011, and collec¬ 
tion tanks like this are the way forward. We 
hope residents support the project.” 

Other recycling points can be found in 
Folkestone, Ashford, Sandwich, Dartford, 
Sittingboume, Sundridge and Longfield.

was carried out on the vehicle by 
local engineer Keith Williamson.

MAJOR sections of the 
biggest and most ornate 
Sikh temple ever built out¬ 
side India will be officially 
opened to coincide with the 
annual Vaisakhi festival. 

The £12 million temple, or gurd- 
wara, being built in Khalsa Avenue, 
Gravesend, is similar to the Golden 
Temple in Amritsar, India, which is 
the holiest place for more than 20 
million Sikhs worldwide. 

Although an ambitious project, the 
building of the gurdwara is unique as 
it has been largely financed by the 
community. Volunteers have also 
travelled from India to help construct 
the temple that is expected to become 
a tourist attraction. 

Stonemasons from India are cur¬ 


rently working on the temple, which 
will be clad inside and out with spe¬ 
cially imported marble and granite 
that is bound to prove eye-catching. 

The Sikh secretary general in 
Kent, Narinder Thandi said the com¬ 
munity has so far contributed £10 
million towards the project. 

Efforts are being made to raise a 
further £2m for the temple to be com¬ 
pleted by next year’s Vaisakhi festi¬ 
val, one of the most important dates 
in the calendar for Sikhs. 

Unlike traditional Sikh temples 
worldwide, the Khalsa Temple will 
have a library, a creche and an art 
gallery. 

Mr Thandi said the design of the 
Khalsa Temple was inspired by 


famous Sikh temples in India, but 
some significant modifications have 
been made, including having com¬ 
puter training rooms. 

“Sections which will be opened this 
month include a dinning room, two 
prayer halls and some offices,” he 
said, adding the gurdwara will have 
space for around 1,200 worshippers 
and has parking for 200 cars and 
four coaches. 

Mr Thandi said the official opening 
on Saturday, April 18, following the 
annual Vaisakhi procession through 
Gravesend, is expected to be attend¬ 
ed by thousands of people. 

He continued: “The Sikh communi¬ 
ty has been part of Kent for decades 
and this is our home.”

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University sets green standard

A UNIVERSITY has won national 
recognition for its work to reduce 
its carbon footprint. 

The University of Kent has been awarded 
the Carbon Trust Standard, recognising its 
committment to measuring, managing and 
reducing its greenhouse gas emissions. 

Deputy vice-chancellor professor Keith 
Mander said: “I congratulate all those staff 
and students who are working together to 
reduce the university’s use of increasingly 
scarce natural resources. 

“I hope the steps we have taken will further 


improve the university’s contribution to envi¬ 
ronmental sustainability in the coming years.” 

The award has been set up and managed by 
the Carbon Trust, which was established by 
the Government in 2001 as an independent 
company to accelerate the country’s move to a 
low-carbon economy. 

The university is one of only eight in the 
country to achieve the trust’s standard 
accreditation level 1, and among 71 organisa¬ 
tions in total nationally. 

Peter Czarnomski, director of estates at 
the university, said: “This is a magnificent 
achievement for the university. 

“It is a public acknowledgement of our hard 
work to minimise our impact on the environ¬ 
ment and our commitment to being a respon¬ 
sible corporate citizen.” 

The award provides a benchmark for the 


trust to assess an organisation’s or company’s 
commitment to addressing climate change. 

To achieve the certificate organisations must 
measure its carbon footprint, for example the 
amount of electricity and fuel used on site, 
including fuel used by vehicles. 

Emissions 

It involves providing evidence of investment 
in new equipment to reduce carbon emissions 
and how staff are being trained to consider 
their environmental impact. Organisations 
must show they have reduced their green¬ 
house gas emissions over the last year. 

The university is now taking further ini¬ 
tiatives to reduce its carbon footprint 
including upgrading to high-efficiency 
lighting units, greater management of ener¬ 
gy consumption, improving insulation and 


promoting greater use of public transport. 

Members of the students’ union are work¬ 
ing to raise awareness among staff, students 
and the wider university community about 
energy performance and to encourage people 
to make positive lifestyle changes. 

Tom Delay, chief executive of the trust, said: 
“Achieving the Carbon Trust Standard will 
enable organisations to take advantage of the 
bottom line benefits that come from reducing 
carbon emissions. 

“It will also help brands stand out from the 
crowd as research shows consumers and busi¬ 
ness decision makers choose an organisation 
with an award like the Carbon Trust Standard 
over another of similar price and quality.”

TWO rare North China leopards 
are settling into their new enclo¬ 
sure at a Kent wild animal park. 

Saian, a male who is almost 
three years old, is from Thoiry 
near Paris and the female, Ting 
Ting, from Karlsruhe near 
Stuttgart, is almost four. 

The animals are so rare they are 
almost never seen in the wild, 
but visitors to Howletts near 
Canterbury might be lucky 
enough to catch a glimpse of them 
roaming around their new home. 

Saian and Ting Ting are part of a 
world-wide breeding programme 


and it is hoped they will continue a 
healthy blood line at Howletts. 

A spokeswoman for the zoo said: 
“They usually mate seasonally 
during the months of January and 
February with an oestrus cycle of 
approximately 46 days. 

“The female produces a litter of 
up to two, but mortality is high. 

“In the wild, they find a cave, 
crevice, hollow tree or thicket to 
give birth and make a den. 

“Cubs are bom with a grey coat 
with less defined markings and 
longer and thicker fur than 
adults.” 


In the wild the young leopards 
must be able to hunt for them¬ 
selves by the time they are one but 
they remain with their mother for 
up to two years. 

The North Chinese subspecies 
has longer fur than other leopards =■ 
and a much darker coat. They bare 1 
close resemblance to a jaguar with r 
its distinctive rosette pattern. 

A census more than five years w 
ago found there were around 2,500 
of the leopards living in the wild 
but only 100 in captivity. 

They prey on rodents, deer, wild 
pigs and goats.

Government 


backs anglers 
in EU face-off 


Fishermen have a friend in 


row over limit on catches

SEA anglers have won support 
from the Government in their 
battle against European Union 
plans to limit the amount of fish 
they can catch. 

Kent’s boat charter companies, tackle 
shops and other related businesses fear 
financial min if they are forced to abide by 
the same strict quotas proposed for commer¬ 
cial fishermen throughout the Continent. 

Last week members of the European 
Parliament voted to amend Article 47 of the 
Common Fisheries Policy (CFP) so the limits 
no longer applied to recreational anglers, but 
the proposals still need to be approved by the 
European Commission. 

UK fisheries minister Huw Irranca-Davies 
has since said he will support the country’s 
sea anglers until the regulation is finalised. 

Livelihoods 


Angling Trust campaigner Leon Roskilly, 
from Rainham, said: “I’m immensely reas¬ 
sured the UK Government is backing us on 
the issue of Article 47, including the many 
businesses and coastal communities that 
rely upon visiting sea anglers for their 
livelihoods. 

“The minister’s stated position on Article 
47 reflects the effort put in by the Angling 
Trust, clubs and individual anglers to alert 
the Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs to the damage these proposals 
could do to a sector that is incredibly impor¬ 
tant to so many, and which is widely regard¬ 
ed as having minimal impact on fish stocks. 

“That the Government is prepared to listen 
to our concerns at a time when anglers are 
reeling from mounting threats to our passion 
gives every angler hope for the future.

defence of the rights and freedoms enjoyed 
by the nation’s anglers against all unneces¬ 
sary bureaucratic restrictions.” 

Article 47 in its original form would have 
required recreational fishermen to register 
their boats, with whatever they caught 
counted against the national fisheries quota. 

Each country would also be required to 
decide what share of its quota to allocate to 
each species of fish. 

The plans were introduced as a way of 
clamping down on those on the Continent 
who use large nets to gather fish, which they 
then use to feed their families. 

However, South East Tory MEP Richard 
Ashworth, who lives in Folkestone, said he 
was confident sea-anglers would be happy 
with the end result of the CFP consultation. 

He said: “I am sorry that an amendment 
submitted by my colleagues to delete 
Article 47 was defeated in the Fisheries 
Committee. 

“However, the fallback amendment that 
won majority support reassures me that 
recreational anglers have nothing to fear. 

“Only fishermen who target recovery 
stocks such as cod, hake, eel and bluefin 
tuna and seek to sell their catch will come 
under the jurisdiction of the CFP. 

“Recreational anglers who are simply 
catching fish for their own consumption, 
even cod or other recovery stock fish, will not 
be affected.”

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Young film-maker prepares to make documentary on history of coastal resort

THE history of a coastal town 
from its heyday in the Victorian 
era to its more recent decline is 
set to be explored by a young film¬ 
maker. 

Josh White, who lives in Heme Bay, has 
chosen his home town as the subject of a doc¬ 
umentary he is making with the help and 
memories of residents. 

The 22-year-old has already begun 
research on the project entitled Herne Bay: 
Past and Present, which will take viewers 
back to early the 1800s when the town began 
to grow from a small village on the north 
Kent coast. 

“I’m local to the area and have lived here 
pretty much all my life. This is my home and 
film-making and documentary-making is 
something I love to do,” he said. 

“As I’m just starting out, I thought it would 
be great to do something about a place I 
love.” 

Mr White, who studied film at Canterbury 
Christ Church University, has been working 
as a freelance cameraman and teaching film- 
making at his former university since he 
graduated in 2007. In the 1830s a group of 
businessmen saw Heme Bay’s potential as a 
seaside resort, which led to its expansion and 
eventually it became a top destination for 
Victorian tourists. 

“From then they built the pier and the 
town grew and grew,” Mr White said. 

“Townhouses were built but no-one really 
started living there immediately. But even¬ 
tually people thought, ‘Hang on, this is a nice

place to live’. Shops opened and the town 
started to grow. Heme Bay was pretty much 
built up from tourism.” 

The town once boasted the second longest 
pier in England, although most of the 3,800ft 
structure was washed away by winter 
storms in 1978, cutting off the end of the pier. 

The landward end now houses a modem 
roller skating rink. In more recent times 
Neptune’s Arm was built near the old pier to 
shelter boats from the sea. 

The resort is also home to what is believed 
to be the oldest free-standing clocktower in 
the country, said Mr White. “It was built by a 
wealthy lady from London who is said to 
have been a bit crazy,” Mr White said. “She 
was told in a dream to build a clocktower and 
it was completed in 1837.” 


Today Heme Bay retains much of the 
charming seafront architecture that was 
built by the Victorians. 

“It was at its peak was during Victorian 
times, when Britons started holidaying at 
seaside resorts,” Mr White said. 

But as foreign travel became more acces¬ 
sible Herne Bay went into decline and, like 
many coastal towns, it is still trying to 
recover. 

“They are doing a lot to keep it going,” Mr 
White said. “But some residents feel that 
although Canterbury council makes the pub¬ 
lic spaces look nice, it puts most of its money 
into the city.” 

He said people living in the Bay felt neg¬ 
lected by the council and overlooked in 
favour of Canterbury. Mr White said he had 


spoken to Heme Bay Pier Trust, which is 
trying to raise money to restore the pier. 

“There are big decisions to be made - peo¬ 
ple want it to restored to its heyday,” he said. 

Filming on the project will begin this sum¬ 
mer and will include aerial shots of the town, 
Mr White said. It is hoped the documentary 
will be finished and on sale by November. 

Mr White is continuing his research and 
wants to hear from anyone with information 
and stories about the history of Heme Bay, 
including old photos and film.

She said: “I don’t think I will be tempted to 
stay on with that hope.” 

And of the comparison to Mrs Thatcher, 
Miss Widdecombe said: “I don’t think anyone 
could make Margaret Thatcher look like 
Mary Poppins, but I am very flattered by the 
comparison.” 

Mr Gee, from Newhaven, sees the Middle 
East imploding amid tales of excessive sex 
and petrodollars.

PLANS to transform a waterside 
site into a major mixed-use commu¬ 
nity have been submitted to 
Medway Council. 

The detailed proposal for Temple 
Waterfront would see 620 homes 
built on the 28-hectare brown-field 
site along with shops, retail outlets 
and businesses. 

The Strood site’s half-mile water¬ 
front, which overlooks Rochester 
castle and cathedral, will be 
adorned with public walkways and 
open spaces, while wildlife habitats 
will be protected and enhanced.

Lafarge’s land and planning 
director David Simms said: “The 
submission of our planning appli¬ 
cation, together with the signing of 
the planning performance agree¬ 
ment, is a huge step forward. 

“Temple Waterfront, with its 
links to the M2 and superb views 
across the river to Rochester castle 
and cathedral, is one of our most 
important sites. 

“It has massive potential and 
we’re determined to see that 
potential realised.” 

Medway Council leader Rodney 
Chambers added: “This application 
is another milestone for our 20-year 
regeneration programme.”

Pet project latest 
hit for pop master 

Songwriter and producer hits top-10 once 
again on Pet Shop Bovs’ stunning return

KENT’S very own pop 
genius Brian Higgins has 
notched up more success 
with the release of the new 
Pet Shop Boys album. 

Higgins, and his writing and pro¬ 
duction company Xenomania in 
Westerham, are also behind a multi¬ 
tude of hit records by Girls Aloud. 

And their client list includes a 
host of other household names 
including the likes of Dannii 
Minogue, Cher, Sugababes, Sophie 
Ellis-Bextor, Kylie Minogue, Steps, 
Texas, and Saint Etienne. 

Girls Aloud former manager Louis 
Walsh, said of the prolific production 
house and Higgins’ particular skills: 
“He just makes great songs for 
radio. 

“They just jump out at you and 
stay in your brain.” 

Now he has finished work on Yes, 
the 10th LP in 25 years from the Pet 
Shop Boys, famous for singles like 
West End Girls and Rent. It hit 
number four in the UK chart on 
release. 

Energy 

Singer Neil Tennant is delighted 
with the work of Higgins and 
Xenomania, saying: “Musically, the 
climate seems amenable to us at the 
moment.” 

Keyboardist Chris Lowe said of 
the company: “I imagine it’s what it 
was like working at Motown. 
There’s that real energy and real 
determination to have hit records.” 

The band and producers were so 
close, the album includes three 
tracks co-written by Xenomania, 
and another was given to 
Xenomania’s regulars, Girls Aloud. 

After single The Loving Kind hit 
the top 10, Lowe said: “I am 
absolutely over the moon.” 




Higgins, 42, is the notoriously 
reclusive son of a Cumbrian doctor. 

He said in a recent rare interview: 
‘What we stand for is everything 
about the interesting side of music, 
but with tunes the postman will 
whistle.” 

He runs the company with writing 
partner Miranda Cooper, who says 
no-one locally really knows them or 
their ducks called Edmund and 
Josephine. 

She said: “It’s not remotely rock ‘n’ 
roll. But there are lots of late 
nights. My husband Nick is a song¬ 
writer’s widow. 

“I have my phone with me all the 
time to record things. Sometimes 
even when the washing machine is 
going round or a train whizzes past, 
I end up writing something.” 

Xenomania is responsible for 
every one of Girls Aloud’s 20 hits, 
notching up a string of Top 10

smashes, four number ones and rak¬ 
ing in around £50 million. 

The company was launched in 
1998 after Higgins failed to make it 
as a solo artist. He spotted Cooper 
as a backing singer to British 
Eurovision entry Gina G. 

An attempt at launching Cooper 
as a solo star also stalled, so the pair 
turned to songwriting and produc¬ 
tion and the rest is now, as they say, 
history. 

Higgins said the pair don’t work 
with just anyone. 

He told the Guardian: “If you’re a 
production house, you’re supposed 
to work with anyone and everyone: 
that’s the rule. 

“But if we don’t feel excited by 
the prospect of the artist, then the 
record’s going to be shit. 

“The MDs don’t tend to under¬ 
stand it when you turn them down - 
they just think you’re being arro¬ 
gant - but if we’d made records for 
everyone we’d been asked to over 
the last couple of years, I’d be a husk 
of a person by now. 

“There’d be loads of money 
around, but the music would be 
terrible, and the depression would 
be raging through me.”

THE Archbishop of Canterbury 
will walk with more than 800 
youngsters as part of an Easter 
pilgrimage through the diocese.

Bishop of Dover Dr Stephen Venner 
explained to KOS Media the importance 
of such walks to people of all religions. 

He said: “All the great faiths in the 
world have holy places to which their fol¬ 
lowers visit. Muslims go to Mecca, 
Jewish people travel to Jerusalem and 
one of the many places Christians come 
to is Canterbury Cathedral.

Young woman dies 
after 4x4 overturns 

A YOUNG woman has died after the 4x4 
she was travelling in with five other 
teenagers overturned in Canterbury.

Age a concern to us all 

IT’S shocking and saddening to think 
that in this day and age older people face 
discrimination in Kent hospitals. 

The latest report by the newly merged 
charities Age Concern and Help the Aged has 
revealed some uncomfortable truths about 
how our society treats some of its most 
vulnerable adults. 

As the charity warns, politicians of all 
parties must take note of its findings because 
it is no secret that we are living in an ageing 
society and older people are making up a 
growing number of the electorate. 

It is heartbreaking to think of the growing 
number of older people who have contributed 
so much during their lives and who still have 
much to give, feeling lonely and isolated. 

This problem must be addressed because at 
a human level it is saddening that some 
people do not even have a companion to enjoy 
a film or a pint with. It is also crucial because 
if increasing numbers of older people sink into 
depression or anxiety it will put even more 
strain on stretched mental health services. 

More needs to be done to increase the 
already excellent work of voluntary 
organisations in carrying out preventative 
work. And certainly no-one of any age should 
be discriminated against by the NHS as it 
goes against its very core principle of offering 
free healthcare to all.

but Chris Britcher has found 

there are compensations 


I HAVE an interesting dilemma 
this weekend. I’d like to suggest 
it was some deep theological 
debate my conscience is 
wrestling with, a desperate 
mental battle, trying to figure out 
how the story of Jesus Christ and 
his sacrifice to save us all relates 
to me and my 21st century life. 

Rest assured it won’t be. I’m far 
too shallow. Instead it will be 
almost entirely chocolate related. 

Just as Christmas has long 
since had its message about our 
saviour’s birth diluted by a wave 
of consumerism, Easter is now 
far less about sacrifice, death and 
resurrection and far more about 
extravagantly priced novelty 
eggs shaped out of chocolate. 

And just as December 25 plays 
out in a similar way in 
households across the nation - 
early wake-up call from over¬ 
excited children, manic 
unwrapping of gifts, flurry of 
activity to prepare lunch, quality 
snooze in front of the telly and 
the Queen’s speech - Easter has 
its own timetable, too. 

For example, in my home, the 
morning of Easter Sunday is 
spent trying not to demolish a 
small mountain of chocolate my 
wife and children have kindly 
given me. I normally fail quite 
miserably. After all, chocolate is 
one of God’s great gifts - sugary 
goodness sent to reach the parts 
other confectionery just can’t. 

Plus it would surely be rude 
not to enjoy at least some of it 
with my morning cuppa before 


actually getting out of bed. And, 
hey, why have breakfast when 
there’s a chocolate egg to be had? 

Not entirely surprisingly, after 
a morning of gorging myself, the 
afternoon is spent regretting 
every sorry mouthful. 

My children tend to follow suit. 
But given the appalling example 
I set, I can only make basic 
disapproving noises and issue 
half-hearted warnings. 

Only by teatime, almost 
inevitably, someone will have 
overdosed on chocolate and I will 
be comforting them because they 
feel sick to their stomach. But 
worshipping the porcelain god in 
the bathroom is, I have always 
felt, something of a rite of 
passage. Get the practice in now, 
after stuffing away too much 
chocolate, and you will at least 
know the best position to assume 
when you hit your late teens and 
find yourself reacting badly to 
one too many cans of cheap lager. 

But this year is going to be 
different. Because last summer I 
was diagnosed as diabetic. And 
the one thing diabetics should 


not spend a couple of solid hours 
doing on Easter Sunday (or any 
Sunday for that matter) is stuff 
themselves silly on anything 
packed with sugar. 

I’m not going to pretend for a 
moment that not one mouthful of 
sweet, sweet chocolate goodness 
will not pass my lips. I’m not a 
saint and, after all, it would be 
rude on this most religious of 
days to reject God’s great gift 
completely. But I really do have 
to be careful. Sticking my snout 
in a trough of eggs is going to 
have to be avoided at all costs. 
No-one, I assure you, will feel 
that pain more than me. 

Which is perhaps a little ironic. 
Because when I was young, I 
used to give up chocolate as a nod 
towards Lent. And Lent, of 
course, is the time leading up to 
the traditional chocolate chow- 
down. So perhaps I should use 
this opportunity to see if I can 
rediscover the true meaning of 
Easter. Because Easter Sunday 
is actually quite an interesting 
day - aside from its obvious 
religious overtones. For starters, 



most supermarkets and garden 
centres will be shut due to 
trading laws. So I can spend even 
longer dwelling on the story 
behind Easter. Obviously, my 
first port of call was Google, the 
online bible for so many in this 
day and age. I was able to refresh 
my memory of the origins of 
Lent. It’s not like I was 
completely ignorant, but it did no 
harm to read of Jesus’s jaunt in 
the desert for 40 days of being 
holier than thou. 

Then I discovered purple is big 
during Lent (which has now 
ended). Christians see it as the 
colour of mourning, so it is linked 
to Jesus’s death. And, rather 
conveniently, royalty - so 
celebrating His return as king, 
too. 

Me? Well, I will keep the spirit 
of Lent alive a little longer. I will 
abstain from chocolate. And to 
acknowledge the significance of 
purple, I will listen, in its 
entirety, to Purple Rain by 
Prince. Easter Day is sounding 
better already ... 
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Let down by Leas lift threat 


Once again, an asset to tourism in a 
deprived area of Kent is under threat.

Ramsgate has its marina, Margate the 
Turner Contemporary - eventually - and 
hopefully a reborn Dreamland 
Folkestone has the Lower Leas Garden, 
the Leas Cliff Hall, a leisure complex, a 
new shopping centre - and a unique, 
historic, water-powered cliff railway. 

Do we hear the powers that be shouting 
about these assets from the rooftops? And 
are they likely to do so? What do you 
think? Once again, a local council is taking 
the easy option.

These proud ‘patriots’ 

So Mr Hadlow is proud to be British (Letters, 
last week).

For the Conservative leader of KCC to go 
on national television and say it was a 
“minor error” by a junior officer, who 
neglected to open the warning e-mail about 
the unacceptable credit ratings of the 
Icelandic banks, just beggars belief. 

It shows absolute arrogance and disdain 
for taxpayers not to accept some responsi¬ 
bility for a further £8.3 million out of 
£50 million being placed on deposit with 
Icelandic banks when these urgent 
warnings had already been given. Hardly 
a “minor error”. 

Another example of the disdain for the 
people of Kent by the Tory administration 
at Maidstone is its insistence on ploughing 
huge levels of funding into Kent TV -

I want to make working parents aware 
that, as of April 6, they are able to request 
flexible working. 

Employers are now required to give seri¬ 
ous consideration to all requests for flexible 
working from parents of children up to and 
including the age of 16.

And parents-to-be will be better off too, 
with a new £190 grant that can be claimed 
from the 25th week of pregnancy.

Animal testing tragedy 

MEPs have endorsed a series of measures 
that could set animal protection back 
decades. 

Members of the European Parliament’s 
agriculture committee voted through a num¬ 
ber of amendments that seriously weaken 
proposals from the European Commission to 
regulate animal testing across Europe. 

This is a tragedy. MEPs are claiming to 
protect laboratory animals while simultane¬ 
ously slashing protections proposed by the 
European Commission, which they spent 
years developing in consultation with all 
parties. 

Many people thought MEPs would 
strengthen these proposals and stand up to 
industry lobbyists. Instead, the commission 
proposals are being tom apart. 

Some of the amendments voted through 
include allowing animals to suffer severe 
and prolonged pain, allowing almost unlim¬ 
ited re-use of animals, the ending of almost 
all licensing of experiments - making the 
majority of animal research a free-for-all 
and reducing the scientific justification 
needed to experiment on monkeys. 

Even measures to prevent lab animal 
dealers from trapping wild monkeys have 
been slashed. This goes against public and 


political will, that wherever possible, animal 
research should be replaced by advanced 
techniques. Eighty per cent of European citi¬ 
zens find primate research unacceptable. 

In 2007, 55 per cent of MEPs voted for an 
early end to the use of great apes and wild- 
caught primates, and for a phasing out of all 
primate use. Animals and the public have 
been badly let down.

CITROEN launched its latest and 
most radical Picasso MPV this week. 

Some trade sources say they can’t see who the 
C3 Picasso is aimed at, but similar things were 
said about the original Xsara Picasso, which 
went on to become a perennial best-seller and 
shows no sign of faltering enough to be killed off 
- despite a galleiy of Picassos unveiled since. 

Ultimately though, you can see the C3 
replacing the old stager and more, because it 
appeals to so many potential buyers. 

Part of the draw is the C3’s quality interior 
and ride and cruising refinement. It is not a 
bad drive either, a multiple bonus when buy¬ 
ing at the bottom end of the range from 
£11,495, but a complement when would-be 
buyers start piling on extras. The C3 Picasso 
wears these well too - even the roof bars. 

Standard kit includes MP3-compatible 
sound system with steering-wheel mounted 
controls and auxiliary socket, electrically 
adjustable mirrors and front electric windows. 

As a result, you can see the car appealing as 
a cheap family wagon, ‘funky wheels’ for young 
buyers, executive holdall, lifestyle estate with 
a difference or ‘smart yet sensible wheels’ for 
empty nesters, to name but few. 

I reckon the car looks best in dark colours with

the £200 Black Pack alloys and bumper inserts, 
but Citroen has shrewdly offered various acid 
colours - it has ‘cult car’ written all over it. 

We borrowed a 95bhp 1.4-litre petrol model 
from Wilmoths Citroen at Maidstone, the most 
junior engine, but lively enough for the new¬ 
comer and quiet on the motorway; a 120bhp 
1.6-litre unit is also in the mix, but Wilmoths’ 
general sales manager Kelvin Clayton expects 
the two 1.6-litre diesel options - 90bhp and 
llObhp - to dominate sales, despite a £1,100 
premium and signs of a swing back to petrol. 

“People are thinking more about petrol 
because the vehicles and fuel are cheaper,” he 
said. “But we always sit down with customers 
and ask them exactly what use they expect 


from their car and the miles covered - in 
almost every case a petrol car buyer then buys 
a diesel and vice versa. 

“Nevertheless, we expect a 70/30 split in 
favour of diesel for the C3 Picasso and we sold 
one hi-spec model before the customers even 
saw the car in the metal. We have a number of 
other leads, but most people are waiting until 
they can try our petrol and diesel demonstra¬ 
tors during our launch week (April 13-19).” 

There are three trim levels: VT, VTR+ - the 
start point for air con as standard - and 
Exclusive. They all have typical Picasso versa¬ 
tility with split-folding rear seats that slide 
back and forth independently and can be folded 
away in one movement, leaving a flat load bay. 

The front passenger seat also folds for extra 
load space within a 1.66m cabin - one of the 
longest in its class and rivalling many MPVs 
from the next segment up. 

The C3 Picasso’s boot is one of the biggest in 
its sector and has a removable boot floor, 
which can be positioned at two levels, while 
the glassy cabin can be enhanced with a 
panoramic roof (£520).

SEAT has just launched a new 
model derived from the previous 
Audi A4. 

But will the new Exeo be seen 
as a smart executive suit at an 
unbeatable off-the-peg price or an 
Audi hand-me-down? 

Sales inquiries so far suggest 
that the sporty Spanish arm of 
the VW group - and sister brand 
to Audi - may have uncovered a 
queue of potential conquest cus¬ 
tomers tempted by ‘an Audi for 
SEAT money 7 (from £17,740). 

The deal is sweetened by gener¬ 
ous specification and the fact that 


the donor car was replaced by the 
current A4 only last year and 
remained competitive to the last.

Four Exeo trim levels are 
offered - S, SE, Sport and flagship 
SE Lux - with a choice of two fru¬ 
gal and tax-fiiendly VW group 
diesels delivering 141bhp and 
167bhp or a 188bhp turbocharged 
petrol engine, all with a six-speed 
manual gearbox. 


Second swing at Golf Plus format 


VOLKSWAGEN is not conceding 
defeat on the VW Golf Plus con¬ 
cept - essentially a high-roof 
MPV version of its big-selling 
Golf hatchback. 

While it had all the driving 
appeal and mainstream/premium 
badge cachet of the standard car, 
the plus could look like a bit 
frumpy and pricey - though VW 
did improve deals and packages 
towards the end of the Mark l’s 
production run.

EASTER weekend marks the 19th year for the 
European Kit & Car Builder Show, staged at 
the Kent County Showground Detling near 
Maidstone (12-13 April).

Toyota IQ 


IT WOULD be easy to dismiss 
Toyota’s new IQ as a glib market¬ 
ing reply to the Daimler/Mercedes- 
Benz group’s 'Smart’ answer to the 
city car question. 

But the IQ is less a clever quip and more a 
complete re-think by the world’s number one 
carmaker; possibly the most radical since Sir 
Alec Issigonis’ original Mini. 

Toyota’s ‘new Mini’ easily outsmarts the 
two-seat Smart with a pair of extra seats for 
the addition of just 30cms, though this appar¬ 
ent Einsteinian genius falls to O-Level stan¬ 
dard when you see there is no boot as such and 
one of those seats is unsuitable for an adult or 
a child in a child seat, unless the passenger in 
front has their nose pressed to the windscreen. 

Nevertheless, the IQ is masterly packaging 
made possible by re-locating the engine, drive- 
train and steering gear linkage, a flat under 
floor fuel tank, slimmer, but no less comfort¬ 
able seat design and shrinking the heater/air 
con - well, it is a smaller car.

outsmarts Smart 



The IQ is also relatively wide and has a stag¬ 
gered dashboard allowing the front passenger 
to sit closer to the windscreen than the driver, 
enabling an adult to squeeze in the seat behind. 

Trying to do the same behind the driver 
though risks a trip to the osteopath; as I said, 
this is not a real seat though it can serve as 
the IQ’s boot. In fact, both rear seats fold inde¬ 
pendently and a fabric cover can be stretched 
neatly across your shopping or luggage. 

By this time you may be thinking that, like 
the Smart, all this compact convenience comes 
at the price of the ride and drive; I had written 
of the Smart’s ‘nodding dog 5 motion when driv¬ 
en with any pace and I could not see how the 
IQ’s similarly short wheelbase could stop the 
baby Toyota rocking with every gearchange. 

But the IQ is much better, probably because 


the car is fractionally lower and Toyota claims 
to have moved all weight inboard as far as pos¬ 
sible from the front and rear axles - the ‘mid¬ 
ships’ fuel tank must help too. 

The IQ will never be a cult car with drivers, 
but you never feel that you are having to make 
many allowances for it. 

We tested both manual and auto versions 
through Motorline Toyota at Ashford. The self- 
changer costs £1,000 extra, but it is not simply 
a question of pricing since Toyota pitches the 
IQ as a premium purchase (from £9,495). 

This looks dear against the Smart, from under 
£7,000, and you can buy the little Toyota Aygo 
for about the same and get four proper seats. 

“People still buy the Aygo on price,” agreed 
Motorline Toyota Ashford centre manager 
Robert Hendry. “But the IQ is a unique urban 


vehicle. It may be small in size, but huge in style 
and safety - it could be the next iconic vehicle. 

Colleague Robert Hobbs, in charge at 
Canterbury, agreed: “IQ customers appreciate 
something a little different. The IQ is a car 
with intelligent answers to questions often 
raised with small car packages. It's funky and 
genuinely fun to drive, with an amazing turn¬ 
ing circle, plus a feel of interior quality not 
seen in such a small car before.” 

The IQ can be specc’d up with leather seats 
(£690), sat nav (£930) and even a rear parking 
sensor (£345), though you can look over your 
shoulder and work out from the rear window 
pretty much where the back end is sitting. 

The answer to auto versus manual ‘box 
appears clear cut initially: the manual’s lower 
emissions make it road tax exempt and it

should average 5mpg more, while the auto adds 
a grand to the purchase price. But auto fits the 
city car ethos of the IQ and it is a genuinely nice 
unit with an override setting for icy or slippery 
conditions - that would be my favourite.

LANDLORDS whose commercial property becomes 
vacant when tenants depart are being warned to 
make sure they have proper insurance cover, writes 
KOS Media Business Editor Tony Patey. 

This could avoid any potential claim being refused says Otford-based 
Belmont International, a large independent insurance broker. 

Companies collapsing because of the recession are leaving more com¬ 
mercial property vacant than for many years. At the end of 2008, about 
13 per cent of all commercial property in the UK lay empty, up from 10 
per cent in March, 2007. 

Belmont says unoccupied premises are more vulnerable to theft and 
malicious damage, arson attacks, graffiti and are a magnet for antiso-

cial behaviour. There’s also the increased risk of burst pipes and flood¬ 
ing going unnoticed. 

In fact, with the rising risk of arson, some insurers are refusing to 
cover unoccupied buildings and those who do provide cover for long¬ 
term vacant properties are increasingly asking for substantially higher 
premiums and excesses. 

David Armstrong, Belmont’s associate director, said: “Managing an 
empty property needs a bit of thought and the more you can do to avert 
a loss the better. But first it is essential that you inform your insurer. 

“Even if the unoccupied property is just one property in many that 
you are insuring, the others being occupied, insurers expect to be told 
and will expect to apply different insurance terms and conditions.” 

Policy documents will also come with a list of conditions and war¬ 
ranties that must be adhered to if a claim is to be valid. 

Conditions of insurance may include regular inspections of the 
empty property and the repair of any damage, such as a broken win¬ 
dow. A weekly visit to the property is generally sufficient, or appoint 
a security firm to monitor the property. 

To avoid fire hazards, ensure any areas adjacent to the property 
are clear of rubbish, in particular combustible material. Owners 
should also redirect any post and seal up the letterbox to avoid the 
build up of junk mail, which presents a fire risk. 

It is also advisable to drain down the heating system and turn off 
the water supply at the stopcock, as well as switching off the 
electrics, unless the weather is cold.

RECENTLY I have been made aware 
of a number of cases that concern me 
about the advice given by banks. 

As we are all aware, interest rates 
have fallen through the floor and 
savers are receiving far less interest. 
For many, this will have affected their 
standard of living. 

A few canny investors may have 
locked into a one or two-year deal just 
as interest rates started reducing and 
may still be receiving five or six per 
cent. But for others, their interest rate 
will have tracked the reductions in 
the Bank of England base rate. 

Many people refer to these 
guaranteed deposit rates as "bonds’. 
The phrase: “I’m lucky - I locked into 
a two-year bond at five per cent”, is 
sure to have been heard by many in 
recent months. 

The problem is, there is another 
type of bond. An investment bond is a 
tax wrapper (a bit like an ISA but 
with fewer advantages) and allows an 
investor to withdraw up to five per 
cent per annum of the original 
investment, and for basic rate 
taxpayers there is no need to declare 
this on a tax return. Some advisers 
have, unfortunately, been known to 
refer to this as “tax-free income”. 

So I am sure many people have 
been offered a ‘bond’ in the last year, 
paying a tax-free income of five per 
cent - and they will have been 
pleased to access such a product. 

The problem is, most investment 
bonds will invest in stocks and shares. 
This means the value can go down as 
well as up - and over the last year it 
is almost certainly down. 

For investors who have been sold a 
‘bond’, which they may have thought 
was a deposit account, receiving a 
statement showing the value has 
dropped by 30 per cent is going to be 
a shock. So if you have bought a ‘bond’ 
from a bank, please make sure it is 
what you think it is.

Millions invested in 
training and s kills 


PEOPLE across the South East are 
benefiting from £16.5 million of 
Government investment in skills and 
training to help them get and keep jobs 
during the downturn, Secretary of State 
for Innovation, Universities and Skills 
John Denham said this week. 

Training and skills development are high on 
business agendas - they will be crucial for catching 
the economic upturn when it comes - and the 
Government has made £6.5m available for people who 
have lost, or fear they may lose, their jobs. 

It has also invested £10m to help people who have 
been unemployed for more than six months access 
skills and training to help them back into work. 

The funding is part of the £4.5 billion the 
Government is spending on adult skills nationally and 
will be used to ensure more people can get the benefits 
of training. 

Mr Denham said: “We know that people whose 
skills are up to date are more likely to find a good job,

and that employers with well-trained staff do better 
than those that don't invest in the skills of their 
workforce.” 

A record number of people have already gained 
vocation qualifications through the Government’s 
Train to Gain programme, covering a range of skills 
and training. In the South East the number of people 
gaining work-related training increased from 6,200 in 
2006-07 to 20,100 in 2007-08. 

Kent saw the highest number of Train to Gain 
qualifications in the region last year, with 5,000, 
compared with 1,500 the year before. 

The service has been made more flexible and 
responsive, and small and medium-size enterprises 
(SMEs) will be top priority for its funds. 

Rules have been relaxed so SMEs can get funding 
for short courses in business-critical areas, and more 
funding for qualifications even when employees 
already have a qualification at that level.

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Focus on house building 


Why this might be just 
the right time to buy

CONFUSING signals have been 
coming out of the home-buying 
market over the last fortnight but 
one thing’s for sure, there are good 
investment opportunities out there 
and now might be the right time to 
buy. 

A combination of low house prices and low 
interest returns on savings mean that anyone 
with any spare cash - elderly relatives, for 
example - might consider helping out young¬ 
sters wanting to get on the property ladder. 

They shouldn’t expect a quick return on 
their cash, but within five to 10 years they will 
almost certainly see a very reasonable return 
on their investment. 

Reading the runes in the market right now 
is a minefield. Mortgages were up a fifth in 
February, but even the big lenders can’t agree 
what’s happening to prices - Nationwide 
recently announced positive news, Halifax not 
so positive.

But, and this is important, the big boys deal 
with national and wide regional figures. Inside 
those regions there are pockets of sometimes 
high activity, for example, at Kings Hill, West 
Mailing. 

Simon Rubinsohn, chief economist at the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS), said: “It would be premature to 
assume house prices have bottomed out. 

“We are, however, more confident that the 
low point in terms of transaction activity has 
now been seen and that a greater level of 
buyer interest will be underpinned by the drop 
in both interest rates and house prices.” 

Commuters will see journey times from 
Kent in tens of minutes soon when fast domes¬ 
tic services begin and they could also see some 
good home-buying opportunities in areas 
within striking distance of the Channel 
Tunnel rail link stations at Ebbsfleet and 
Ashford. 

Some experts say the Ebbsfleet area alone 
could see house prices rocket by more than 
£30,000, about 14 per cent of current values. 

This could have a massive ripple effect on 
prices in nearby areas, such as Kings Hill. 

Local estate agents are not just talking the 
talk when they say people should buy now to

reap long-term benefits. 

Developers recently froze a lot of their proj¬ 
ects, so when the market does turn up, proper¬ 
ties that are available will soon be snapped up. 

Then demand will outweigh supply, with the 
inevitable result that prices will rise in areas 
such as Ebbsfleet and add to the effect of exist¬ 
ing demand for good market town property 
that has already supported Kent prices. 

But this will benefit areas like Kings Hill, 
where residential house-building has contin¬ 
ued during the downturn and homes are avail¬ 
able now Even before the credit squeeze there 
was a shortage of homes due to the increase in 
the number of households and it was demand 


for good market town property that supported 
the prices in so many Kent towns. Developers 
say enquiries and demand are definitely 
returning, and prospective purchasers are 
really thinking about where and what they 
are buying. One local developer reports that 
outright buying has suddenly returned after a 
long period of part-exchanging. 

The block on the housing market at the 
moment is the availability of credit. Current 
figures show that for the fifth quarter in suc¬ 
cession the financial industry is expecting less 
credit to be available in the coming quarter. 

This is severely limiting any efforts to meet 
the rising demand which is being seen in the 




market. Monthly mortgage repayments are 
historically low, making mortgages a bargain 
at the moment, and they compare very 
favourably with renting. 

Reports from the industry say that new 
buyer enquiries are at their best levels since 
2006, which is virtually the best ever. 

At some stage - probably fairly soon given 
that the banks are under severe pressure to 
start pumping out funds again, prudently this 
time round - credit will be available again. 

Meantime, non-traditional sources of home¬ 
buying cash might well be tapped. For exam¬ 
ple, elderly relatives sitting on mini money- 
mountains - getting returns of next to nothing 
in the usual money markets - might consider 
helping their youngsters get on the ladder. 

Buyers may be refocusing on the long-estab¬ 
lished so-called ‘golden rules’ of house buying, 
such as reflection of traditional design and 
local character, high quality and specification, 
good local transport and road/rail links, and 
locating in a popular area with rising popula¬ 
tion with good schools, low crime, a feeling of 
community and good local services.

The win in race two sparked wild celebra¬ 
tions in the pit lane and owner Bartrum, who 
created the team five years ago, hopes it will 
be the first of many. 

He said: “It was a fantastic way to start the 
season for us. It meant so much to me to 
secure our first win at our home circuit, it was 
a really emotional moment for all of the team. 

“Both Rob and Jonathan were outstanding. 
We knew we could be fast at Brands and we’ve 
set a standard for ourselves for the rest of the 
year. We want to be right up at the front again 
in every round.” 

Motorbase will travel to Thruxton in 
Hampshire for the second meeting of the sea¬ 
son on April 26. 

Jay’s tough opener 

DRIVER Jay Bridger will begin his assault on 
the British Formula 3 International Series at 
Oulton Park this weekend. 

The driver, from 
Horsmonden near 
Tonbridge, is 
expecting a tough 
opening round at 
the Cheshire cir¬ 
cuit after stepping 
up to the full international series with new 
team, West-Tec racing. Bridger, who clinched 
the national class championship last year, is 
looking forward to the challenge. 

He said: “It is going to be difficult as we have 
got a new car and have not had an awful lot of 
testing, but every time we go out we are mak¬ 
ing up more time. My aim is to come away 
with a decent points finish and stay in con¬ 
tention with the leaders.” 


RISING Kent rallycross star Liam 
Doran believes he has what it takes 
to battle with some of the best driv¬ 
ers at the European Rallycross 
Championship at Lydden Hill. 

The Dover circuit plays host to the open¬ 
ing round of the championship and will see 
some of the most closely fought racing on 
the motorsport calendar, with cars which 
can out-accelerate a Formula One car. 

It will be the first time Lydden has host¬ 
ed the event since 1996 and Sittingbourne 
racer Doran, who leads the British 
Rallycross Championship, is tipped as an 
outside favourite for the event. The 22- 
year-old believes he has the chance to put 
himself on the map. 

Final 

He said: “Hopefully the crowds will turn 
out in force for me as I am a local driver and 
one of the quicker ones for the UK so I am 
going to put it to the European guys. 

“I know the place well but I have not got 
an awful lot of experience in the car. I am 
going to have to push that bit harder to get 
a good result. If I can get to a final I would 
be more than happy with that.” 

The target in Doran’s sight is the sport’s 
most successful driver, Sweden’s 14-time 
European champion Kenneth Hanson. 


Hanson will be competing in a Citroen C4, 
which is more powerful than the version 
raced by five-time World Rally champion 
Sebastien Loeb. The 48-year-old is looking 
forward to defending his title and is one of a 
handful of European drivers to have raced at 
Lydden. 

Hanson said: “I feel very hungry going 
into the event. It has been a very long time 
since we have been at Lydden. It is great to 
be back and the old memories have come 
flooding back. 

“I think it is better to be defending a title, 
I don’t know why, but I feel more confident 
when I am the champion.” 

Lydden Hill managing director Amy 
Doran, who stepped in to run the circuit 
two years ago, is still pinching herself con¬ 


sidering how close the circuit came to clo¬ 
sure in 2007. 

She admitted it will be a huge moment for 
everyone involved when the first race is I 
completed and believes the circuit is set for 
a strong future with the series. 

She said: “We are hoping to attract around 
20,000 people. It is a big comeback with 
some of the best drivers in Europe as well as 
drivers from Kent. 

“If everything goes according to plan, then 
we should be hosting it for the next two to 
three years. We have been put as round one 
for a reason as we are the circuit the rest * 
have got to compare themselves with. 

“We are here to set the standards and the 
FIA are hoping the other circuits can follow 
our lead.”

THE head coach of the south’s only 
top-flight rugby league side has 
praised a Kent club for their com¬ 
mitment to the sport. 

Medway Dragons are only just beginning 
their second season, but with 150 members 
across eight youth teams, they are already the 
biggest club in the South East and plan to 
launch a senior side in 2011. 

The teams enjoyed success in their debut 
season, recording impressive results against 
the region’s established names, while their 
most talented individuals gained internation¬ 
al recognition. 

Several are already in the academy of Super 
League team Harlequins. Their coach Brian 
McDermott told Kent on Sunday he continues 
to be impressed by the progress made by the 
fledgling club. 

Enthusiasm 

He said: “It’s breathtaking what they’ve 
done and the amount of work that goes on. 
The one thing that strikes me every time I 
come here is that there’s just an incredible 
drive about the place. 

“Although we are down south this would 
challenge any club up north, any amateur 
club which has been there for 100 years in 
terms of enthusiasm and drive and just peo¬ 
ple willing to make rugby league a well- 
played sport.” 

The club’s youngsters received an early 
Easter treat this week when Quins’ first-team 
squad trained at the Dragons’ Garrison 
Stadium in Gillingham on Tuesday. Dozens of 
budding players turned out to watch the pro¬ 
fessionals go through their paces in the final 
workout before Thursday’s Super League 
game against Catalan Dragons. 

Lawrence Chittil was one of two Dragons to 
attend an England training camp last season 


and was impressed to see the players up close. 

He said: “It’s really good because it’s what 
you aspire to be so it’s great to see their stan¬ 
dards. You watch the sort of lines they run and 
their vision, you learn so much from watching 
them train.” 

The day was organised by Martin Coyd, the 
Dragons’ director of rugby league. He original¬ 


ly planned to take the club’s coaches up to 
Quins’ training ground to learn from the 
London club’s coaches, but was delighted with 
the change to the Garrison. 

He said: “To see the guys who are the stars 
on the TV, four of whom played in the World 
Cup, on our pitch using our facilities is fantas¬ 
tic.

Hockey academy 
reaping rewards 

A PIONEERING approach to coaching hockey 
to young players in Kent is already paying 
dividends, according to one of the driving 
forces behind the scheme. 

Last summer, the English Hockey 
Association announced wholesale changes to 
the way the game would be taught to young 
players, starting from the 2009-10 season. 

Kent, however, decided to begin the pro¬ 
gramme a year early, instigating five develop¬ 
ment centres in Sittingboume, Maidstone, 
Bexley, Medway, Sevenoaks and Canterbury. 

After three months of coaching and analysis, 
the most promising players were selected to 
become part of the Kent Academy side, based 
at Maidstone Hockey Club, under the tutelage 
of Canterbury and England player Cathy 
Gilliat-Smith, who is the Academy’s junior 
co-ordinator. 

Maidstone’s Mike Evans says the results of 
the new system have been immediately appar¬ 
ent. “Certainly coaches and parents have 
remarked on massive improvements,” he said. 

“In terms of the quality of hockey education, 
the kids are now getting two hours every 
Sunday and in match situations. 

“It’s gone very well, although it’s been a chal¬ 
lenge to organise everything alongside club 
and school fixtures, but we wanted to do it a 
season early to hit the ground running.” 

The Academy season ends today, with a Kent 
under-13 side taking on Dutch opponents MHC 
Soest at Maidstone’s Armstrong Road ground. 


Dani wants to get back on course

DANI Masters is returning to 
full fitness for the first time in 
more than a year, but is now 
faced with a different problem 
- a lack of tournaments to 
play in. 

The 26-year-old endured an 
injury-plagued 2008 which saw 
her fail to win enough prize 
money to keep her place on the 
Ladies European Tour. 

Three months on from miss¬ 
ing out in Qualifying School, 
her last chance to win a place 
on Tour, Masters has recov¬ 
ered from her problematic 
back injury. Pain free for the 
first time since the start of last 
year she is relishing the 
chance to return, but with no 
automatic exemption she 
must wait for wildcard invita¬ 
tions to events before she can 
begin her comeback. 

“It’s really annoying because 
I have never struggled to keep 
my card and I was improving 
every year,” she said. “All of a 
sudden not to have my card 
because of injury makes it 
worse than before I became 
professional. I’ve got the tools 


to do it now, but no tourna¬ 
ments to play in. It’s hard but I 
have to be patient.” 

The Maidstone golfer did 
receive an invitation to play at 
the Turkish Ladies Open later 
this month, but her joy was 
short-lived as the tournament 
was withdrawn from the calen¬ 
dar due to financial reasons. 

The next event is the Swiss 
Open in May. A good start to 
the season is critical to 
Masters’ hopes of winning back 
her card as a good finish in 
Switzerland would guarantee 
entry into the next tourna¬ 
ment, but first she must wait 
for an invitation. 

Despite the problems 
Masters remains upbeat about 
her injury woes and believes 
she will come back stronger. 

She said: “The silver lining is 
I’m fortunate enough to learn 
from it and hopefully I have 
years and years of golf left in 
me. I’m starting to play much 
better and get my confidence 
back. I just hope I can get back 
into the first few events to 
build some momentum.”

Clark fighting 
fit after injury 


STUART Clark has stepped up his prepara¬ 
tions for the county season and shown encour¬ 
aging signs that he is over a right elbow injury 
that saw him miss the Test series with South 
Africa, writes Glenn Pearson. 

Kent’s new overseas signing until June, 
missed Australia’s series both home and away 
against South Africa after undergoing surgery 
on an elbow injury at the end of last year. 

The 33-year-old seamer is keen to prove 
his fitness with Kent ahead of the Ashes this 
summer - a move that courted criticism 
from the England and Wales Cricket Board 
- and is set to arrive in the county at the end 
of next week. 

Kent coach Simon Willis told Kent on 
Sunday: “He has been playing for New 
South Wales at the end of their season and 
has been playing club cricket on Saturdays 
and he says he is 100 per cent. He will have 
a medical when he arrives just to check 
everything is okay. 

“He has been in touch regularly to see how 
we are doing and is keen to give us a good 
start against Northants.” 

Kent vice-captain, Martin van Jaarsveld, 
has also welcomed Clark’s signing. 

He said: “He is a quality bowler and we are 
going to miss Ryan McLaren so we need 
someone to lead our bowling and he is just 
the man to do it. Just because he is coming 
back from injury, club’s are going to need to 
sign the best available players to strengthen 
their squad and if it means it has to be an 
Australian who might play later in the 
Ashes, then so be it.”

MARTIN van Jaarsveld has 
delayed surgery to his dislocated 
shoulder to ensure he stands a 
chance of being fit for the start of 
the season for Kent. 

The South African made a shock return to action 
on Wednesday, hitting an unbeaten 98 in a pre-sea- 
son friendly against Northamptonshire at St 
Lawrence. 

It was feared the 34-year-old may miss a sub¬ 
stantial part of the summer for Kent, having 
dislocated his shoulder fielding for South 
African state side Titans in February. 

The decision to hold off surgery will come as a 
big boost to Kent ahead of the new season, who 
have had their preparations hindered with 
injuries to bowlers Amjad Khan, Robbie Joseph 
and Warren Lee, while director of cricket, 
Graham Ford, is still awaiting a visa to be 
allowed entrance to this country. 

Kent’s vice-captain, who may be called to skip¬ 
per the side at some stage during the season 
should Rob Key be included in England’s World 
Twenty20 side, knows there’s a risk involved in 
not having surgery, but wants to give himself 
every opportunity to play this summer. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The problem with 
surgery is that I would have been out for six 
months which would have meant I wouldn’t 
have been able to play for Kent for the first four 
months of the season. 

“Even if they wanted to take a look at the ten¬ 
don, that’s 20 weeks so from that point of view, 
we made a decision that we would rather not 
have surgery and see if I can strengthen it up 
and get through it. If I still struggle I can still go 


back to surgery, but the trouble if you go into 
theatre is that you can’t go back after there.” 

The PCA Player of the Year for 2008 hopes 
strength and conditioning work with club 
physio Nimmo Reid will help keep the injury 
from flaring up during the season and feels that 
a decision on whether he can play in the open¬ 
ing County Championship game against 
Northamptonshire on April 21 might be left 
until the last minute. 

“It felt really good before I flew back from 
South Africa, then I tweaked it on the air¬ 
plane trying to catch my little girl,” he said. 
“The amount that I am doing with it is 
increasing and I still need to strengthen it, 
but I think I have probably done too much 
so we are just going to monitor from here on 
and see where I’m at. 

Aggravated 

“It’s pretty tender to be honest. It’s not too 
bad batting-wise it’s more fielding, but having 
spent time in the middle, which is nice, I don’t 
know if I’ve aggravated it, but hopefully with a 
bit of physio and rest and if we manage it right, 
it should be okay.” 

Coach Simon Willis said having van Jaarsveld 
available for the start of the season would be a 
massive boost for the club. 

He said: “Knowing the man as I do, he is the 
ultimate professional and was always going to 
give himself the best chance of getting here on 
day one. He was itching to have a bat and cer¬ 
tainly hasn’t lost any of his ability. 

“He is a massive player for us and was our 
leading run scorer in all forms of the game last 
year. To have him ready would be a massive 
boost for everybody, not only as a player, but as 
a guy in the dressing room because he is a 
leader and certainly from a coaching perspec¬ 
tive, we value his input massively.”

THE battle to represent Great 
Britain’s rowing team at the London 
Olympics begins in earnest today with 
a Kent rower seeking to stake an early 
claim for a place in the squad. 

Tom Solesbury, from Famborough, 
near Orpington, races in the final 
stage of the British trials which get 
under way today. Results from the 
two-day trials will determine who gets 
a place in the senior squad for the 2009 
season, which begins the new four- 
year cycle building up to London 2012. 


The 28-year-old has been a part of 
the elite squad since 2005, winning a 
bronze medal in the World 
Championships two years ago. He 
has also had a taste of competing at 
the Olympics, finishing 13th in the 
men’s pairs in Beijing last summer. 

The post-Olympic year often sees 
big changes in the team, with oppor¬ 
tunities for younger rowers following 
the retirement of more experienced 
competitors after Beijing. 

Solesbury has already enjoyed suc¬ 


cess this season as part of the Oxford 
crew victorious in the Boat Race last 
month. 

The trials which begin in 
Hazewinkel, Belgium, this morning, 
mark the last round of a process 
which began in September and con¬ 
tinued throughout the winter. 
Solesbury is one of 19 men competing 
in the single sculls and will be hoping 
to come through the time trial and 
semi-finals today ahead of tomorrow’s 
finals.

GILLINGHAM have defended 
their decision to increase season 
ticket prices for the next campaign, 
a move they say is necessary to 
remain competitive. 

This week the club unveiled the price list 
for next season, with the cheapest season 
tickets around five per cent more expensive 
than the current campaign. 

If the Gills win promotion at the end of 
this season the prices will go up, so the club 
is encouraging supporters to buy before the 
end of this month to protect themselves from 
any further increases. 

Fans waiting until later in the summer face 
hikes of up to 10 per cent compared to last 
season, even before any changes made in the 
event of promotion back into League One. 

Gillingham’s chief executive, Mark Jones, 
told Kent on Sunday the club understood 
supporters were under pressure during 
the economic climate, but felt the rises were 
necessary. 

“It’s a veiy difficult equation,” he said. 
“There are clubs who have frozen their prices 
or reduced them, but we have to put margin¬ 
al increases or we will be miles out of line. 

“To give an example, the energy costs to 
run Priestfield when I started here a year 
ago were £6,000-7,000 a month, now it costs 
£18,000-19,000. Our players’ wages are not 
cheap either. Although these are marginal 
increases a season ticket is still the cheapest 
way to watch football.” 

Message boards 

It is a contrast to last season, when the 
club cut prices by around 10 per cent follow¬ 
ing relegation and launched a range of 
incentives. It had the desired effect, with 
3,450 fans taking up the offer to maintain 
the same level of support as the year before. 

Season ticket prices are always a thorny 
issue with supporters. 

Increases are never popular with support¬ 
ers and fansite message boards have been 
predictably critical of the club’s stance. 

Alan Liptrott, co-editor of GillsConnect.com, 
feels the move will make many fans more 
selective about which games they watch 
next season, even if the club are promoted. 

He said: “It’s asking a lot to pay that sort of 
money in April with little notice. With the 
way things are economically, I hear more 
and more people say they will start choosing 
which games to go to now. 

‘What worries me is once people start 
getting out of the habit of going to games it’s 
hard to get them back.” 

Single tickets will also go up by at least £1 
to £23, but the popular season tickets for 
fans aged 11 and under for £50 will remain 
unchanged.

KENT under-18s have reached the finals of 
the FA County Youth Cup for only the third 
time, after a penalty shoot-out victory over the 
Isle of Man.

MVP system for 
grassroots level 

THE days of arguments about who is the best 
player in your cricket team look to be num¬ 
bered with the imminent launch of the Most 
Valuable Player (MVP) system available to 
amateur clubs. 

The Professional Cricketers’Association (PCA) 
introduced the complex scoring system to the 
county game in 2007, to get a more accurate sta¬ 
tistic for each player’s contribution to the team. 

It was a response to previous statistics, which 
were felt relied too heavily on individual ele¬ 
ments rather than a combination of disciplines. 

Now the PCA is planning to make the sys¬ 
tem open to any clubs or schools which sign 
up. Scorecards will be analysed and the cumu¬ 
lative points calculated across the season to 
separate the true match winners from those 
who only talk a good game. 

Kent’s Martin van Jaarsveld won the overall 
MVP title for the county game last season, with 
team-mate Ryan McLaren finishing third.

Fleet’s site for new is ground rejected 
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HOME: Ebbsfleet have played at Stonebridge Road for 62 years

EBBSFLEET United may have 
to look for another site for 
their proposed new stadium after 
two councils objected to the club’s 
plans. 

The Blue Square Premier 
League club have harboured 
ambitions of a move away from 
Stonebridge Road, their home for 
62 years, and revealed they had 
found a site in the Gravesham 
area last week. 

The club released plans to build 
a new stadium with a capacity 
between 5,000-8,000 last year, in 
a project led by a subsidiary 
group set called Fleet Group 
Development (FGD). 

However, in a statement 
released by Gravesham Borough 
Council this week, the site locat¬ 
ed between the Old A2 and the 


new A2 has been earmarked for a 
proposed activity park. 

The statement went on to say 


that both the council and Kent 
County Council believes the con¬ 
struction of a football stadium 


would reduce the space available 
for a cycle park, the first stage of 
the activity park, and are unable 
to consider the possibility of 
including a football stadium 
within the scheme. 

Gravesham council leader Cllr 
Mike Snelling said: “I am fully 
aware of - and support - the 
ambitions of the club for a new 
stadium and I have been 
engaged in meetings with the 
club and major landowners for 
the past two years to find them 
the sort of site they need in order 
to thrive, but this site on the A2 
sandwich land is not appropriate. 

“We are committed to the activ¬ 
ity park and this stadium 
scheme runs counter to that.” 

Head of FGD Brian Kilcullen 
declined an opportunity to 
comment stating that the club 
are preparing a statement for 
next week.

VISA complications have meant 
batsman Justin Kemp and direc¬ 
tor of cricket Graham Ford have 
been denied a chance to meet up 
with the Kent squad. 

New requirements set by the UK Border 
Agency mean the South African pair face 
points-based tests and confirmation from 
the England and Wales Cricket Board before 
they are allowed into the country. 

The club released a statement in the week 
declaring that Ford, who has turned down a 
chance to coach England to remain at Kent, 
has experienced complications with his visa 
arrangements, delaying his return to 
Canterbury. Now, Kent on Sunday under¬ 
stands that fellow South African Justin 
Kemp’s arrival has been delayed which has 
meant missing the club’s pre-season games. 

The UK Border Agency has changed its 
policy for migrants to work in this country 
which has led to both Kemp and Ford com¬ 
pleting tests before they are allowed to join 
up with the squad. 

The club hope Kemp will be on a plane this 
week allowing him to be available for selection 
for Kent’s opening County Championship 
game with Northants on April 21. 

Ford on the other hand, will have to com- 


Ford’s door still

GRAHAM Ford has not closed the door on 
coaching England in the future, despite 
taking himself out of the running to fill the 
current vacancy.

Speaking from South Africa, he said: “The 
whole process has changed from past years 
which means I now have to get a sponsor¬ 
ship licence which needs to be approved by 
the ECB. I will also need to do an English lit¬ 
eracy test this week and then hopefully I will 
be allowed to come over. 

“This time of the season is really important 
as it sets you up for the whole season, so to 
not be a part of it is frustrating and quite dis¬ 
appointing. I’ll just have to get up to speed as 
quickly as possible when I get back. 

“I’m in touch with Simon Willis and it 
appears the preparations have gone well 
and we have been playing nicely. 

“The comforting thing having got to know 
the players well, is that they are a group that 
take on the responsibility of their own per¬ 
formance and are mature about how they go 
about doing their business.” 

The 48-year-old expects Kemp to join up 
with the rest of the team this week and 
admits it’s far from the ideal preparation 
ahead of a season. 

Ford added: “Justin might be a phase 
ahead of me as he has managed to do his 
English literacy test and I think he is just 
waiting for approval. He has been playing 
cricket in Cape Town and I know he has 
been working hard on his game. 

“The frustrating thing is that at the end of 
the season he suffered a back injury and 
missed some games, so he is keen to get 
back. It is a tough one missing pre-season, 
but the good thing is that he has been play¬ 
ing cricket in South Africa for some time.” 
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Gills take stock over PLC status 


GILLINGHAM’S latest round of cost-cutting 
measures will see directors ask shareholders to 
consider changing the club’s status back to a 
private company. 

It registered as a public limited company 
(PLC) in March, 1999, but with the club not 
trading on the stock market it wants to switch 
back to cut costs. The club are holding an 
Extraordinary General Meeting and if the 
change goes ahead the official name will 
change to Gillingham Football Club Ltd. 

Typically the move sees the company buy¬ 
ing back the shares, but in this case share¬ 
holders will retain their status within the 
new company. 

Gills’ chief executive Mark Jones said: “It will 
make no difference to anybody. There are costs 
involved with being a PLC which would be cut 
by deregistering. It’s being done for adminis¬ 


trative reasons more than anything else and is 
something that just needs to be done.” 

PLCs must produce an extensive annual 
report for their shareholders and hold an 
Annual General Meeting, which can be 
expensive. By changing to a private company 
the club would not be under the same obliga¬ 
tions to make as much information publicly 
available. 

It is the latest in a series of cost-cutting 
measures for Gills, who announced losses of 
£1.6 million for the year ending in May, 2008. 
This season they have reduced the number of 
employees at the club, removed home fans 
from the Brian Moore Stand to save on policing 
and briefly suspended manager Mark 
Stimson’s scouting system in December.
